Opposition to Uncle Sam 
Down in Cuba, 


Autonomists Complicate Labors 
of Commissioners, 


Incidental Issues Raised by Them 
are Numerous. 


President McKinley’s Administration 
Will Listen to Nothing but Evac- 
uation—The Latter Will Be a 
Most Tedious Proceeding. 


[ASSOCIATED NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 22.—Official 
dispatches received by one of the em- 
bassies here from Havana confirm the 
reports that the colonial government of 
the island is taking a hand in shaping 
the terms on which the evacuation shall 
be executed. This, it is believed here, 
may develop some new phases in the 
situation in Cuba. 

‘The colonial government was estab- 
lished by Spain shortly before the war 
broke out, there being a cabinet of 
five officers at Havana, and a legisla- 
tive body with two houses. It car- 
ried out in a measure the long-pending 
plan of giving Cuba home rule by 
means of an autonomous government, 
but while in name autonomous, it was 
contended by the insurgent element 
that genuine home rule was lacking, 


and that this colonial régime was a 


continuance of Spanish domination. 

It appears, however, that 
colonial authorities are taking a very 
active part in the. present negotiations, 
and that there is more or less. co- 
operation between them and the Span- 
ish government. This creates a condi- 
tion in which the United States must 


eal not ohly with Spain, but with

eq, and an. exert much. influence. 
It established réguiar legation in 
Washington prior to the war, with sev- 
eral prominent public men of Havana 
on the staff. It numbers in its ranks 
much of the wealth of Cuba, and claims 
to stand for the educated classes as 
against the insurgents and illiterates. 
It now seems clear from the official, 
as well as from the press reports from 
Havana and Madrid, that the autono- 
mist element is taking up the claim 
first advanced by Spain that many in- 
cidental questions as to Cuba must be 
settled before the evacuation begins. 
But the view among government offi- 
clals here is that the Cuban autono- 
mists, as well as the Spaniards, have 
no questions to advance or settle be- 
fore evacuation: is determined upon. 
The time and place of evacuation is 
looked upon by the authorities here as 
the only point involved, and there is 
likely to be a rude awakening if the 
pro-Spanish element, either as autono- 
mists or as native Spaniards, insist 
upon bringing in the determination of 
the Cuban debt, future forms of gov- 
ernment, rates of tariff for Spain, and 
many other subjects as a preliminary 
to evacuation. The American commis-. 
sioners, according to the understand- 
ing here, will insist on a strict ad- 
herence to the protocol for an evacua- 
tion of the island, and, if need be, will 
submit an ultimatum against taking 
up subsidiary questions of Cuba's fu- 
ture. 
While the Cuban colonial government 
is thus combining with the Spanish 
government in bringing forward these 
incidental questions, yet the opinion 
was expressed today by a high d'plo- 
matic officer, based on recent adviccs 
from Havana, that a serious’ issue 
would be averted, and that the actual] 
evacuation of the Spanish troops from 
Cuba avould begin within the next 
month. But it appears that the evac- 
uation will cover a much longer time 
than has been anticipated. There are 
some 100,000 Spanish troops in the 
island. Allowing 1000 men on a trans- 
port, and a vessel leaving every day, 
it would take 100 days, or over three 
months, for the evacuation. But the 
vessels are not available for a trip 
every day for 100 consecutive days, so 
that the time for departure would 
probably far exceed three months. 
LEAVING PORTO RICO.

Our commissioners are dis- 
posed to allow the Spaniards to carry 
off a lot of useless old material rather 
than to make a fight to retain it. The 
United States steamer Supply is here 
bound for Santiago. 


INDUSTRIES AT STAKE. 


COMMISSIONERS AT QUEBEC ARE 
BEING BESIEGED. 


American Deputations Urging That 
No Ironclad Treaty Be Entered 
Into—The Farmers of the Coun- 
try Strongly Protest. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. } 


QUEBEC, Sept. 22.—The people of 
the United States are evidently begin- 
ning to awaken to the great import- 
ance of the results which may come 
from the work of the international high 
commission, now in session in this 
city. 

It has become known that the 
Canadian representatives are urging 
that the treaty embodying commercial 
reciprocity be made, which treaty, it 
is held, would seriously effect nearly 
all the great industries of the United 
States. These industries are now 
being heard from in a very emphatic 
way. During the past twenty-four 
hours the American commissioners 
have been besieged by deputations of 
Americans, praying that no ironclad 
treaty be entered into which would dis- 
turb, if not in many instances destroy, 
the present protective tariff laws of 
the United States. 

Today the farmers of the United 
States put in their protest, and it was 
a very strong one. They were repre- 
sented by Aaron Jones of Indiana, 
worthy master of the National 
Grange; and N. K. Bachelder of New 
Hampshire, chairman of the National 
Executive Committee. They were 
given a full hearing, and will have an- 
other audience before the commission- 
ers act. : 

Following Jones came i another 
earnest protest from Albert Clark, 
president of the Home Market. Club 
of Boston. He said the organization 
he spoke for had upward of 2000 men, 
mostly manufacturers, and represented 
a total capital interest of $700,000,000. 
He opposed commercial reciprocity. He 
said that between two countries hav- 
ing the same products for exchange, 
reciprocity was never successful. If 
Canada and the United States each 
had something the other did not have, 
it would be a different proposition. 


Col. Aldace Walker, formerly of the 


Interstate Commerce Commission, but 


now chairman of the Boord of Direc- 
tors of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa 
Fé Railroad, spoke concerning the 
traffic bonding system. He believed 
the Canadian railroads should be sub- 
ject to the interstate commerce laws, 
and, in case of violation, American 
traffic over the lines should be sus- 
pended instead of imposing a fine, as 
is done in case of violation on the part 
of American roads. ; 

Hon. C. S. Hamlin of. the Boston 
Merchants’ Association opposed Col. 
Walker’s scheme. He insisted that the 
present bonding system. by which 
United States nrodacts were carried 
over the Canadian roads from one 
point to another in the United States 
without duty was entirely equitable 


and_=_ satisfactory. He desired no 
change from present conditions. 


Another protest came from Congreéss- 
man J. W. Tawney of Minnesota in 
behalf of the lumbermen of the United 
States. He presented to the American 
commission a printed memorial signed 
by 250 of the principal lumber firms in 
twenty-one States, protesting against 
the reduction of duty on Canadian lum- 
ber. 


American Educator in China. 

W'ASHINGTON, Sept. 22.—The State 
Department has received from Minister 
Conger at Peking, information that Dr. 
William P. Martin has been appointed 
to the important post of president of 
the Imperial University of China, re- 
cently established by imperial decree. 
Dr. Martin is a citizen of the United 
States, but went to China as a mission- 
ary about forty years ago, and has 
passed most of his life since then in 
that country.

NEW YORK, Sept. 22.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch. ] The Sun's special from 
McKeesport, Pa., says plans are now 
being prepared by the Carnegie Steel 
Company for a gun foundry to rival 
that of Krup»n,. the great German 
builder. The plant will be located at 
Homestead, within half a mile of the 
Homestead Armor Mills. It will em- 
ploy over twp thousand men. In ad- 
dition to this, the steel company is 
preparing to go into the shipbuilding 
business.

| Newport News or Norfolk, Va., is now 


under way. Thirty-five acres, half 
a mile below the armor-plate plant, 
have been purchased for the site of @ 
gun factory and shipyard. The land 
fronts 1600 feet on the Monongahela 
River, and has an average depth of 
about thirteen hundred feet.

PRESIDENT DESIRES INQUIRY. 


CAN CUT NO FIGURB IN A 


PULITICAL CAMPAIGN, 


FACTS 


Gen. King and Detachments Ordered 
to Manila from Honolula—Four 
Deaths at Ponce—Alger at 
Chickamanga. 


[BY DIRECT WIRk TO THE TIMES.] 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 22.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.}] Congressman Overstreet, 
who is a member of the Republican 
Congressional Committee, today made 
this statement regarding the war inves- 
tigation: 

“There is no foundation for the talk 
that Republicans are likely to be em- 
barrassed by the developments of the 
military investigating committee. We 
are far from wishing to avoid investi- 
gation. There is no reason why we 
should hestitate to have the blame fixed 
where it belongs. It will cut no figure 
fin the political campaign of the Repub- 
lican party. The great fact stands out 
plainly and cannot be detracted from 
that the Republican Congress made 
adequate provision for conducting the 
war. 

*“*Money and supplies were voted with- 
out stint, and the majority in power 
stood ready to provide all that was 
mecessary. The Republican administra- 
tion waged the war to an early and 
decisive conclusion, bringing results 
which were the marvel of the world, 
and for which there is no parallel in 
military history. 

“Now, if, in the course of events, there 
were cases of incompetency among in- 
dividual officers and commanders, dis- 
honesty, even, why should we assume 
that the guilt is to be laid at the door 
of the Republican party or administra- 
tion? But there is no reason why there 
should be hesitation in hunting down 
incompetents or in fixing upon the 
guilty the blame for their incapacity 
or dishonesty; and when they are dis- 
covered, the Republican party will not 
be saddled with the responsibility for 
their misdeeds.

‘Troops at Honolulu to Be For- 


warded to Manila. 
[ASSOCIATED [PRESS NIGHT REPORT, ] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 22.—Gen. M. 
C. Miller, now in command of the 
Presidio troops, is to start for the 
Philippines some time next month, 
probably in the Indiana. Instructions 
to that effect were received by Gen. 
Merriam today. 

Gen. Merriam was also informed by 
the War Department that the steamer 
China would not be used as a trans- 
port to carry additional troops to Ma- 
nila because the government has agreed 
to return her to the Pacific Mail Com- 
pany. On this account the steamers 
Senator and Indiana will probably be 
the first transports to take more troops 
from here to the Philippines. The 
Senator left Manila on August 24 last 
and the Indiana on September 1, bound 
for San Francisco.

Infantry, and Ulbricht of the Montana 
Volunteers. Ulbricht returned on ac-

Among the passengers were Filipo 
cio and José Lopez, who are go- 
ng to Washington as representatives 
of Aguinaldo. oncillo did not come 
direct from Manila, but started from 
Hongkong, where he has been for some 
time. He says that he is not familiar 
with the conditions existing at Manila, 
except what he has been told by Agui- 
He declines to make public what 
Aguinakio wants or expects, but states 


ultimate independence. After a short 
stay at Washington, the two men will 
proceed to Paris to attend the meeting 
of the Peace Commission. 

Other pass@ngers on the ship were 
Brig.-Gen. Greene and staff, Adjt.-Gen. 
Babcock, Capt. Hethers, assistant sur- 
geon First California Volunteers; Mu- 
rat Halstead and John Fay, a Chicago 
newspaper man. 

Gen. Greene says that he was not re- 
called for any particular reason that 
he knows of. He received his orders to 
return to San Francisco the same d°y 
that Gen. Merritt received orders to 
proceed to Paris by way of Suez. 

With reference to the report that he 
Was recalled owing to his action in 
conducting an illegal court-martial at 
sea. Gen. Greene says that Maj.-Gen. 
E. & Otis gave him the cases to try 
and showed him a paragraph in the ar- 
ticles of war giving him the authority 
to try them. The cases were tried ac- 
cording to Gen. Otis’s crders, and the 
findings of the court were later re- 
versed by the Washington authorities. 
Gen. Greene says there is no truth in 
the story that he had trouble with Gen. 
Merritt. On the contrary, he says they 
are the best of friends. ig 

Speaking of the situation at Mania, 
Gen. Greene expressed the opinion that 
there would be no trouble with Agui- 
naldo, but he declined to go into detatls. 
The health conditions eat Manila are 
improving, but it is extremely difficult 
to prevent disease from. spreading 
among the American soldiers, as the 
Svaniards have occupied the buildings 
and left the germs of disease behind 
hem. 

WILDMAN’S PROMISES. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 


SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 22.—A pas- 
senger on the China disclosed some 
further information regarding the re- 
ported agreement between Wildman 
and the insurgents. 

He said: ‘Wildman promised Gen. 
Aguinaldo that the American forces 
would combine with the insurgents for 
the purpose of driving the Spaniards 
out of the Philippines. It was a joint 
war, and I think that the insurgents 
understood that the Americans were 
there to aid them to gain their inde- 
pendence, and cast off the yoke Oo 
Spain.”’ 

Agoncillo lived in the same residence 
with Consul Wildman for almost two 
years. It is very clear that there is 
some complication in the matter of 
Consul Wildman’s promises,, which 
Were probably misunderstood by the 
insungent leaders. It is also obvious 
that the native general's commission- 
ers are bent on a. mission to argue in- 
dependence for the group. 

Speaking of the conduct of the sol- 
diers during the battles, Gen. Greene 
said that the volunteers fought and 
acted like regulars, and that he was 
proud of them. After the first on-

be, and prepared for anything. The 
fire of the Americans was particularly 
deadly at all times. Gen. Greene left 
for Washington tonight.

INSPECTED CHICKAMAUGA, 


Alger Subsequently Comments 


on Hospital Conditions.

CHATTANOOGA (Tennh.,) Sept. 22.— 
Secretary of War Alger, Surg.-Gen. 
Sternberg and party have made a 
thorough inspection of Chickamauga 
today. The pacty left the city tn their 
special car at 8:15 o’clock this morning, 
and since have been busily engaged 
going from place to place over the bat- 
tlefield. 

The first place visited was the Leiter 
Hospital, where about an hour was 
spent. From Leiter Hospital the party 
went to Sternberg Hospital, where an- 
other hour was spent. In both hospi- 
tals, Gen. Alger and Gen. Sternberg 
spoke cheering words to each and every 
one of the many patients, and shook 
hands with every nurse. One remark 
the Secretary repeated was: “I honor 
you, brave boys, as much as I do any 
of the war heroes.” 

At 11 o’clock the visitors got to 
Lyttle. There they were met by the 
entire Sixth Regiment, U.8S.V. The 
general reviewed the regiment on dress 
parade and highly complimented them. 
A salute of fifteen guns was fired in 
his honor by an artillery squad. 

At noon the general returned to his 
car, where he spent some time looking 
after accumulated correspondence and 
receiving callers. The party returned 
to the city at 3:30 o’clock. After a ban- 
quet at the Reed House tonight, the 
visitors will leave at 10 o’clock for 
Huntsville. 

During the day Gen. Alger was asked 
to express himself on the conditions 
which have prevailed at the army 
camps, but refused. He did say, how- 
ever, without being asked; that the 
present condition of the hospitals is 
far better than he expected, and prac- 
tically all that he could desire.

ALGER’S PLEA. 


Says People Don’t Know About 


His Job. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT, 

CHATTANOOGA (Tenn.,) Sept. 22.— 
Before leaving here, Gen. Alger said 
to a reporter: 
' “The press has been disposed to ex- 
aggerate the condition of some of the 
camps, and things have been charged 
against the War Department which 
were umtrue and unwarranted. I want 
the facts and all the facts to come out, 
and have nothing to withhold from the 
public. 

“The great trouble has been that 
the people have not appreciated the 
immense problem of forming an army 
of 250,000 volunteers without arms and 
without necessary equipments. The 
Spanish war came on us almost like a 
bolt from a clear sky, and it found 
every branch of the War Department 
unprepared for the task of equipping 
and handling such a vast number of 
untrained men. For a time there was 
difficulty in furnishing supplies and 
equipping the troops, but that was to 
be expected. The department had 
only a limited supply of tents, and it

lances to start with. There were a 
thousand and more details to look 
after, and a fairly-disposed public will 
understand the disadvantages with 
which the War Department worked for 
many weeks.

life, the fault is with commanding 
officers of the camps. 

“There may have been some incom- 
petent officers, generals and colonels, 
in charge of some of the camps, and if 
such is found to be the case, they will 
be held strictly to account for their 
misdeeds. If there are any command- 
ing officers who are now incompetent 
or who fail to put their camps in first- 
class condition and keep them that 
way, I propose that they shall be re- 
placed by men who are competent, and 
who will see that perfect sanitary con- 
ditions are established and main- 
tained.”’

SHAFTER’S STORY. 


He Had to End the War in 


Some Manner. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


CHICAGO, Sept. 22.—A special dis- 
patch to the Tribune from Constantine, 
Mich., gives the following speech made 
by Gen. Shafter at that place, where 
he went to attend the reunion of the 
Nimeteenth Michigan Regiment, of 
which he was colonel during the civil 
war. Gen. Shafter said that when the 
fleet first left Taenpa it was intended 
to land twenty-five miles from HUa- 
vana and march on that city. when,. 
however, the fleet put Lack because 
of the reported poximity of a Spanish 
squadron, word was received from Ad- 
miral Sampson that Samtiago could be 
taken in twenty-four hours, at.d the 
army sailed for that point. 

Gen. Shafter then described in his 
own characteristic manner the cam- 
paign at Santiago.

UNHAPPY BLANCO, 


He Has Many Troubles With 


MilItary Governors. 
[A. PP. BARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

HAVANA, Sept. 22.—[By West In- 
dian Cable.}] A serious quarrel took 
place last night at the door of the uni- 
versity between Prof. Lescanao, a 
Cuban, and Lieut.-Col. Benedicto of 
the Spanish army, whe killed the 
young Cuban general, Aranguren. The 
excuse for the quarrel was a dispute 
as to which of the young men should 
get off the sidewalk in order to allow 
the other to pass, the Havana side- 
walks only allowing one pedestrian to 
pass at a time. ‘he professor and 
the colonel exchanged several blows 
before they were scparated by friends 
and passers-by. 
It is understood seconds have been 
sent to the professor by the officer. 

These circumstances are looked upon 
as having political color, as they al- 
Ways occur between Spaniards and 
Cubans. The city is heavily patroled, | 
but disturbances of a like nature are 
At midday on 
Sunday last, while a game of monte 
was going on in a cafée at Refla, two 
soldiers burst into the room with 
drawn swords, putting the _ tefrror- 
stricken players to flight and pocket- 
img all the money on the table. They 
were hotly pursued by the sentries on 
guard, who exchanged several shots 
with them, but failed t6 capture the of- 
fenders, 
The insurgent chief, Eduardo Garcia, 
with 600 men, pitched his camp on §Sun- 
day on the estate Ingenito, two miles 
from Matanzas, within the limits of the 
zone designated by the Spanish gov- 
ernment. Gen. Molina, the Spanish 
military Governor, has sent a polite 
note to Garcia informing him he was 
inside the limits, and would be ex- 
pected to move his camp. The insur- 
gent leader answered that he consid- 
ered he was not infringing upon the 
provisions of the armistice, and would 
remain where he was. — 
To a second and more urgent request 
Garcia replied that he méant to stay 
were he was, and only could be moved 
by force. A clash appeared imminent. 
Gen. Molina mustered his men and pre- 
pared to send them to dislodge the 
Cubans, but first consulted Capt.-Gen. 
Blanco by wire. Gen. Blanco replied, 
advising Gen. Molina to avoid a clash. 
The Cubans continue to remain in 
their previous position. 
Advices from Matanzas report great 
distress there. The streets are de- 
serted, and no attention is being given 
by the city authorities. 
Yesterday the American flag was 
hoisted over the Trocha Hotel. Gen. 
Arolas, the military Governor, went to 
the palace at noon and_ 0»protested 
against the insolence of the action, 
saying that as military Governor, he 
would issue an order forbidding the 
Stars and Stripes today. Capt.-Gen. 
Blanco said he would allow no such or- 
der to be issued; as the American com- 
missioners were entirely within their 
rights in having the American flag 
floated over their residence, and conse- 
quently the flag is still waving over 
the headoauarters of the commission.

The Cuban troops 
throughout the island have addressed 
a petition to the planters requesting re- 
lief, which, while not an obligatory tax, 
as practically identical with one, 
On Sunday evening last Juan Ville- 
gas, the pastry cook, with several other 
members of the crew of the Spanish 
cruiser Alphonso XIII, provided with 
written permits from their commander, 
attended a performance at the Tacon 
Theater. Soldiers and sailors are for- 
bidden to go to the theaters unless 
provided with permits from their supe- 
rior officers. In this case, all had the 
necessary permission, but Gen. Arolas 
nevertheless had all the men arrested 
and taken to the Cabanas prison, ut- 
terly ignoring their permits, and only 
releasing them yesterday upon com- 
plaint being made by the admiral, and 
Gen. Blanco threatened to report the 
abuse to the Minister of Marine at Ma- 
drid. It is said that Gen. Arolas is 
making enemies by his arbitrary and 
autocratic ways. 


MEAN TRICKS. 


Cubans Try to Stir Up the 
Spaniards’ Ire, 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.} 

HAVANA, Sept. 19, (via Key West, 
Fla., Sept. 22.)—Disturbances in pub- 
lic places between Cubans and Span- 
lards are becoming frequent. The 
Cubans are assuming an insolent and 
abusive manner in their treatment of 
the Spaniards, whom they lose no op- 
portunity of openly referring to as 
vanquished. Mariy of them wear minia- 
ture Cuban flags, the lone star of 
which acts upon the Spanish officers as 
does a red rag upon a bull. 

Last night a serious disturbance oc- 
curred in a café on San Lazare street, 
where several Cubans adorned with 
these emblems entered. The _ saloon 
was filled with Spanish officers, some 
in uniform and some in civilian dress. 
The Cubans at once began abusing and 
insulting the Spaniards, comparing 
their quiet behavior to the cowardice 
of a whipped cur. Their remarks were 
resented by several of the officers pres- 
ent, who administered a sound thrash- 
ing to the indiscreet Cubans, In con- 
sequence of these disorders, Military 
Governor Ardlas has issued a general 
order, making it obligatory upon every 
officer to wear hig uniform and carry 
arms in public, whether on duty or not, 
in order to avoid mistakes as to 
identity. 

Yesterday two boats rowed across the 
bay toward the transport Resolute. 
One was occupied by Cubans from 
Regla, among whom was the well- 


other was filled with Spanish pleasure- 
seekers. The boat of the Cubans drew 
alongside of the other and its occu- 
pants began taunting and jeering at 
the Spaniards, who answered back.

SANTIAGO CUSTOMS REVENUES.

SANTIAGO DE CUBA, Sent. 22.—By 
the courtesy of Gen. Lawton, the As- 
sociated Press correspondent was to- 
day afforded an opportunity to peruse 
the report of Customs Collector Don- 
aldsor.. The sum of $107,783 was col- 
lected during the period from July 16 
to Sept. 1, from various sources, and 
payments were made of $13,101 for sani- 
tary and similar purposes, city police 
and municipal salaries, salaries of cus- 
tom house officials and miscellaneous 
expenses.

temporary benefit. The revenue col- 
lected has been found sufficient to 
cover all the administrative expenses 
of Santiago thus far authorized.

Neither to the Acting Secretary 
of War nor to the adjutant-general did 
Col. Bryan or Gov. Holcomb make any 
request as to mustering out the Third 
Nebraska Regiment, and allude to the 
desires of Col. Bryan in reference to 
the subject. 

Aftet leaving the War Department, 
Col. Bryan and his party went to the 
White House. They were cordially re- 
ceived by President McKinley, and re- 
mained in conference with him for 
more than one hour. They did not 
proffer a request for the mustering-out 
of the regiment as a whole, but only 
for the didscharge of such members as 
are disabled by disease, They repre-

FRENCH LEAVE. 


SAILORS 


They are Tired of Overwork and 
Don’t Enjoy the Prospects of a 
Three or Four Years’ Cruise. 
They Expect the Iowa and Ore- 
gon Will Sail Next Tuesday. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 


NEW YORK, Sept. 23.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Many of the original crew 
of the Oregon have deserted. These 
are the brave fellows of whom Capt. 
Clark spoke in such high terms in his 
official report, who worked overtime in 
that famous trip around the Horn, and 
who afterward distinguished them- 
selves in the sea battle at Santiago. 
They have fallen away, one by one, un- 
der the hard work imposed on them 
since they arrived at New York navy 
yard, until the great warship is now 
crippled for men. 

It is also said that a detachment of 
marines brought from Cuba on the 
Oregon and who had belonged to the 
first party landed from the Panther at 
Guantanamo, where they made such a 
gallant fight, have deserted. At least 
this is the story some of the officers, 
sailors and marines tell. The men par- 
ticularly complain that since the ship 
came north they have been overworked. 
and practically have had no rest since 
the trying days and sleepless nights 
when the great ship left San Francisco. 

They say they had no liberty and 
their shore leaves have been so greatly 
curtailed that they practically have had 
nothing but work. This, together with 
the prospect of.a three or four. months’ 
trip to Manila, and probably several 
years service in Asiatic waters, ac- 
counts for the desertions. The chief 
officers of the yard and ship, however, 
deny that there have been so many 
desertions, although seamen and me- 
chanics are being enlisted in Vermont 
for the Oregon in large numbers, and 
forty came from Boston yesterday on 
the Pawnee. * 

Some short-term men have been or- 
dered from the Oregon and reassigned, 
and their places taken by others who 
have one, two or three years yet to 
serve. This, the officers say, accounts 
for the recruiting and the arrival of 
batches of men from other yards. There 
were comparatively few short-term 
men on the Oregon, most of them west- 
erners, and they are to be dismissed

Among the other things the officers 
and crews of the Oregon and Iowa will 
enjoy in plenty on the long trip to 
Manila, will be drinking good, plain, 
everyday drinking water.

NEWS FROM HAVANA. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIES.) 

HAVANA, Sept. 23.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] The American commissioners 
have received so many visit from per- 
sons complaining against the prolonga- 
tion of the present situations, that it 
has been decided to receive no more 
of them. Visitors are now informed 
that the commissioners are busy, and 
too much occupted with the details of 
evacuation to listen to complaints 
touching on other matters. 

Merchants, bankers and business 
men of all nationalities are among the 
callers who have not been heard, and 
they are expressing grievances im writ- 
ing. They protest against the imposi- 
tion of 20 per cent. tax above the total 
amount of all taxes collected here. This 
20 per cent. is the extraordinary tax 
imposed by the autonomist Cabinet to 
meet the expenses of the war. The 
complainants also protest against the 
application of the maximum customs 
tariff. which they declare is preventing 
the importation of provisions when focd 
is most needed in the island. 

Yesterday morning the eecretary of 
the American commission delivered to 
Gen. Gonzalez Parado, the president of 
the Spanish commission, a reply to the 
last Spanish note. The American note 
was translated, and a copy sent to 
Blanco, who received it at 5 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon. Many rumors are 
current concerning the text of the 
note, but it is impossible to learns its 
contents. 

The autonomist government is firm in 
the belief that its control of public af- 
fairs will last until February or longer. 

In Santa Clara 2968 persons have died 
in a month. Of this number 115 died 
of smallpox. La Lucha says the 
rumors that yellow fever prevails here 
are without foundation. Gen. Blanco 
this morning pardoned a member of 
the family of Mrs. Artis, who had 
been arrested for political offense. Mrs. 
Artis was recommended to Blanco by 
Gen. Wade. 

DIVIDED THE FILIPINOS.

FORTUNE FOR SOME ONE.

NEW YORK, Sept. 23.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] In its Vienna correspond. 
ence the World says that for more 
than two months a fortune of a good 
many thousand dollars out in Califor- 
nia has been waiting a claimant. Ii 
was left by a Dr. Guido Bruno Charles 
de Freye, an American supposed to be 
from California, who died in Vienna 
in July last. For the past two months 
endeavors have been made to find rel. 
ativyes of the man, or at least a claim- 

for his money, but up to the pres- 
ent time none has appeared. 

Late last June an American arrived 
at Vienna from New York, and put uj 
at the Hotel Bristol, Vienna’s swellesi 
hotel. He registered as Dr. Charles de 
Freye of San Francisco. He was sg 
large, handsome man, about 6 feet in 
height, with prominent features, large 
round, full face; dark hair, sprinkled 
with gray, brushed back from the fore- 
head, and wore a long, square, dark 
beard. He seemed to be suffering from 
kidney trouble, and, after consulting @ 
physician, decided to go to Kaltenleut- 
geben, a small health resort ten miles 
from Vienna, to take the cold-wate1 
cure. 

On the evening of the 4th of July he 
retired ,and a few minutes later was 
found dead on the floor in his room. It 
is believed he died from heart trouble, 
The police took charge of the man’s 
effects, which showed him to be 
wealthy. Bank books showed that he 
had several thousand dollars in a San 
Francisco bank, and he also had a let- 
ter of credit for $2000 from Wells- 
Fargo Express Company. He possessed 
certificates of stock in several mining 
and milling companies of Washington, 
Papers in his trunk showed that hé« 
had practiced medicine in Spokane. 
The trunks of deceased are now at the 
American Consulate in Vienna. 

Among th effects was found a hand- 
kerchief with the inscription “From 
Your Loving Sister,” so it is evident 
that somewhere in the United States 
Dr. de Freye has relatives. Beyond 
this little token no evidence of friends 
or relatives could be brought to light. 

And now comes the mysterious part 
of the case. Notwithstanding all the 
mass of evidence as to his former 
whereabouts, the man’s identity is 
shrouded in. mystery. Cablegrams ta 
the banks where the money was de- 
posited elicited responses that Dr. de 
Freye was not known there, beyond 
the fact that he had recently made 
cértain deposits of money. Unless a 
lawful heir can be found, the money 
will have to be turned over to the 
United States Treasury. 

HAVANA’S FEVER VICTIMS. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO TILE TIMES.) 

HAVANA, Sept. 23.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Of the 8000 patients.in the 
Havana hospitals, forty-three are suf- 
fering from yellow fever of a most 
dangerous type, deaths averaging three 
a day in the hospitals. The number of 
cases outside the hospitals is unknown, 
but 1263 persons have died since Sep- 
tember 1, 423 of them from fevers of 
various kinds. Twenty-two deaths 
from yellow fever have been officially 
reported. The reports of cases of yel- 
low fever among foreigners show that 
the Americans and British and French 
subjects have been attacked. Two 
members of the crew of the French 
gunboat Bulton are among the victims, 

Chief Harbor Inspector Ron says 
there are no new cases in the harbor. 
He also says 4 per cent. of the Spanish 
troops have been attacked, about 1 
per cent. of which have been fatal. He 
estimates that 10 per cent. of the 
American troops, if sent here now, 
would be liable to catch yellow fever. 
He thinks the fever will not spread, 
and the total number of deaths due to 
yellow jack will be smaller than in 
previous years.

Former Captain-General of the Phil. 


ippines Tells His Tale of 
Woe at Madrid. 


WAS IN AN AWFUL STEW. 


AS SOON AS HE COULD, HE PULLED 
OUT OF IT. 


Government Newspapers Claim That 
Spain Has an Right to the Re- 
tention of Islands. 
Cervern’s Coolness, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

MADRID, Sept. 22.--[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] Gen, Augusti, the former cap- 
tain-general of the Philippine Islands, 
who has just arrived at Vittoria, Spain, 
from Manila, in an interview is 
auoted as discussing the Philippine 
auestion in an interesting manner. He 
is alleged to have said: “Before I left 
Spain. I knew the situation in the Phil- 
ippines was. grave. Sefior Moret re- 
marked to me that if war with the 
United States broke out there would 
be a terrible state of things.” 

Continuing, Gen. Augusti described 
Admiral Montijo’s fleet as “some old 
wooden ships,”” and said they “came to 
Manila practically pursued by Dewey.” 
He then said: 

“Our battereies fired at the Americans, 
but our guns were mounted on false 
plates, and after the first shots they 
became useless. At daybreak we were 
in the power of the Americans, and 
an hour afterward the Spanish flect 
had ceased to exist. Dewey sum- 
moned me to surrender. I refused, 
and he threatened to raze the town. I 
replied: ‘“‘Raze it, but so long as I live 
the Spanish flag will float on the ruins 
of Manila.’ 

“Then began the terrible time of the 
siege and the anguish of the blockade, 
Famine stared us in the face. In the 
meantime hostilities were conducted 
throughout the provinces, but save in 
humanely. Dewey re- 
peated hie summons to surrender, and 
I again refused. Dewey then bom- 


- barded the town, and Manila surrend- 


ered. But, considering my presence 
not necessary, I asked the government 
for permission to go home, as my 
position there had become by no meane 
easy. I think I have done my duty 
as a soldier and a Spaniard.” 

The ministerial newspapers protest 
against the supposition that the United 
States will keep the Philippine Islands. 
They maintain that Spain’s rights to 
these islands are incontestible; that 
she is “resolved to defend her rights 
with the greatest energy.” 

The government papers also contend 
that the demands of the peace protocol 
confirm Spain's right to the Island of 
Luzon and the’ rest of the Philippine 
Islands, and they declare that if the 
United States bases its claim on hu- 
manity and civilization, Spain. will 
wrove that there is no higher civiliza- 
tion in any colonies than in the Span- 
ish colonies in Asia.

MANILA (P. I.,) Aug. 30.—[Corre- 
Spomdence of the Associated Press, 
wired from San Francisco, Sept. 22.]— 
From an American point of view, the 
Situation here today is simply one of 
expectancy, the authorities awaiting 
instructions from Washington, and 
their subordinates hoping for relief 
from their onerous duties and a speedy 
return to their homes. The Spantards, 
firm in the belief that Manila was sur- 
rendered after the peace negotiations 
had been commenced, swagger about 
the city with an air of confidence 
that it will soon be restored to them. 
The Filipinos, with characteristic 
nonchalance, are maknig hay while the 
sun shines, relieving their American 
friends of their hard-earned cash by 
every conceivable means, and wonder- 
ing how much longer their good for- 
tune will continue. 

What the §insurrectionists 
Auginaldo think of the on 
ome seems to know or care. They are 
on the outside and not seriously con- 


‘sidered as a factor at this stage of 


the game by either side, apparently. At 
the same time, as a measure of pre- 
caution, they are not allowed to carry 
arms in the city, although no other 
restriction is placed upon them. 

While all the banks have been open 
for business for several days, and 
most of the stores are open, there are 
still many prominent merchants who 
have not yet resumed operations, ap- 
parently hesitating until the future of 
the city and islands has been definitely 
determined. The herculean task of re- 
storing order from the chaos, due to 
the shiftlessness of the Spaniards, is 
slowly but surely being accomplished 
by the American officers detailed to 
undertake it.

Brig.-Gen. F. V. Greene, who has 
charge of all fiscal affairs of the loca] 
government, and Lieut.-Col. C. ;

Anderson, who has been assigned to 
the district of Cavite, seems to have 
been shelved. 

Despite the lack of any definite 
knowledge of the future of the Philip- 
pines, business ts decidedly brisk -in 
Manila at present, and there is every 
indication of the approach of a boom. 
The fact that everything has been 
practically tied up for the past three 
months necessarily occasions an im- 
mense amout of extra work, now that 
the embargo has been removed. but 
the advent of the 
American administration of affairs and 
the prospect of its being prolonged in- 
Gefinitely, have lent an impetus to 


trade, which nothing else could have 
given it. 


One of the finst official acts of the 
new administration was to clear the 
channel at the mouth of the River Pa- 
sig of the obstructions placed there by 
the Spaniards, thereby reopening the 
port of Manila for commerce. Imme- 
diately after this had been done, the 
fleet of the inter-island steamers, 
which, by an arrangement with Ad- 
miral Dewey, had been anchored out in 
the harbor and used as refugee ships 
by the various consulates, returned to 
their berths at the river quays, and, 
after discharging their passengers, 
proceeded to refit for their former oc- 
cupations, pending the decision of the 
prize court as to their ultimate fate. 
This has caused an enormous amount 
of traffic along the water front, and 
both the customhouse and captains of 
the port offices have been deluged for 
the past ten days. 

In accordance with the requirements 
of international law, no change has as 
yet been made in the customs regula- 
tions, hence the tariff in force before 
the avar is still maimtained, and the 
coffers of the treasury are being re- 
plenished very materially. It was nat- 
urally expected that, under the new 
régime, the import duties would be 
considerably reduced, and many mer- 
chants laid their plans accordingly, 


| but, in spite of exorbitant duties the 


demand so far exceeds the supply that 
the merchamts are only too glad to 
get their goods through as fast as they 
arrive. Several Americans have al- 
ready announced their intention of em- 
barking in business here, and an 

American mewspaper is among the 
possibilites in the near future. 

The reopening of the cable to Hong- 
king and the resumption of traffic 
along the interisland telegraph limes 
has placed the merchamts once more 
in direct comenunication with their 
agents, but up to the present little 
news has been received, the small force 
employed in the local office having been 
inadequate to handle the volume of 
out-going messages filed every day. 
It was, however, learned today that 
Sefior Don Diego de los Rios y Nicolau, 
the Provincial Governor of Iloilo, has 
issued a proclamation declaring thim- 
self Governor-Gemeral of the islands, 
in accordance with instructions from 
his government, and that the seat of 
the Spanish government had been es- 
tablished at Iloilo 

Aguinaldo has informed Gov.-Gen. 
Merritt that in the event of the United 
States holding the Philippines perma- 
metly, or at least formally declaring a 
protectorate over it, his followers 
would lay down their arms; but until 
that time, it would not be safe for him 
to do so. While all this is very plausi- 
ble, it is the consensus of opinion among 
the English-speaking merchants and 
residents here that the rebels, and es- 
pecially Emilio Aguinaldo, are only 
holding out in order to be bought off. 
The fact that one of Aguinaldo’s lieu- 
temants is authority for the statement 
that an agreement had been made with 
the American officials by the terms 
of which Aguinaldo was to be made 
Governor of a province and each of 
his officers to be given minor positions, 
provided his troops lay down their 
arms, would tend to show that this 
opinion has some basis, particularly 
when Gen. Merritt, upon learming of 
this statement, said emphatically, that 
“no agreement whatever had been 
a with Aguinaldo upon any sub- 


The departure of Gov.-Gen. Merritt 
amd his staff for Paris today effec- 
tually disposes of further negotiations 
with the imsurrectioniste for the pres- 
ent whatever inducements may have 
been held out ¢o them secretly, for it 
is hardly to be supposed that so deli- 
cate a duty wouki be delegated by 
Merritt to his deputy. 

It is significant that coincident with 
the departure of Maj.-Gen. Merritt for 
Paris, the rebels should have spread 
the report that three of Aguinaldo’s 
trusted lieutenants have already left 
for Washington, with the avowed in- 
tention of reaching the American capi- 
tal akead.of Brig.;Gen. Greene, who 
is scheduled to leave today on board 
the China. 

It is certain the insurrectionists held 
secret meetings in various parts of the 
city yesterday, for the purpose of de- 
termining their future plan of cam- 
paign, and that the result of their de- 
liberations was carefully withheld 
from publication. 

The ecclesiastical party has appar- 
ently concluded to accept the inevit- 
able with the best grace possible un- 
der the circumstances. At any rate, 
neither the archbishop nor any of his 
satellites has made the slightest at- 
tempt to interfere with the policy 
adopted by the new administration so 
far. and unless all signs fail, no such 
attempt will be made. 

The transports Peru and City of 
Pueblo. with Maj.-Gen. E. S. Otis and 
Brig.-Gen. Hughes from San Fran- 
cisco, arrived here August 21. The 
trip from Honolulu was made in six- 
teen days, the fastest as yet made by 
any of the expeditions. 

Six cases. of measles and two of 
typhoid fever developed among the 
soldiers aboard the Peru, after leaving 
Honolulu. There were thirty cases of 
measles on the Pueblo. All the sick 
were removed immediately to the hos- 
vital established at Cavite. The 
transports Pennsylvania and Rio de 
Janeiro, with Brig.-Gen. H. G. Otis in 
command, arrived August 24. Both the 
Montana and South Dakota regiments 
will be encamped at Cavite, under the 
command of Gen. Anderson. The re- 
cruits of the Thirteenth Minnesota and 
the First California regiments will join 
their regiments. There were no casual- 
ties on the voyage, and all were well 
on board both transports. 


CAVITE COURT-MARTIAL. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


CAVITE (P. IL.) Aug. 30.—[Corre- 
spondence of the Associated Press. 
Wired from San Francisco Sept. 22.] 
Gen. Anderson appointed on August 
20 a board of three officers, with Capt. 
Bridgeman, Sixth United States Artil- 
lery, as chairman, to investigate the 
recent shooting at Cavite. Their re- 
port has since been rendered unfavor- 
able to the conduct of the Utah sol- 
diers. All the officers are outspoken 
7 blaming our soldiers for the shoot- 
ng. 

The four insurgent soldiers implicated 
in the shooting were court-martialed by 
an insurgent board of officers yester- 
day at Cavite. Three were acquitted 
on the ground of self-defense, and one 
was found guilty, and will be sen- 
tenced to be shot upon the proceed- 
ings of the court being approved by 
Gen. Aguinaldo. An invitation was ex- 
tended to Gen. Anderson and the other 
officers stationed at Cavite to be pres- 
ent at the trial of the prisoners. Gen. 
Anderson will ask that the man be 
not shot. as he places the blame upon 
the Utah soldiers. 

Gen. Merritt has requested Gen. 
Dios, who is commanding insurgent 
general at Cavite, to withdraw all of 
his troops from Cavite. He has re- 
plied asking time to consult with Gen. 
Aguinaldo. 

Several nights last week noise was 
heard coming in the direction of the 
wrecks of the former Spanish warships 
that lie in close to the shore. On the 
night of August 25 a detachment of 
Montana Volunteers was sent in a 
boat to investigate and drive away 
any one from the wrecks. Upon see- 
ing a couple of small boats tied to 
the wrecked vessels. the troops called 
for any one concealed inside to come 
out, and upon receiving no response, 
they fired into the cabins, which are 
largely above the water line, and re- 
turned with the small boat The fol- 
lowing morning four natives Were taken 
prisoners, one being dangerously 
wounded, and the dead body of an- 
other native who had heen shot the 
night previous was found on the boat. 

STOPS DOUBLE TAX. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 22.—Assistant 
Secretary Howell of the Treasury De- 
partment has modified in an important

particular the customs regulations now 
in force in the Philippines. Hitherto 
an export tax has been levied on all 
goods shipped from the island to for- 
eign ports, and since the United States 
took possession of Manila, a customs 
duty has been charged upon all goods 
shipped to Manila’from a port in the 
Philippines not in the possession of the 
United States. Hence merchandise 
shipped from an interior port through 
Manila to a foreign country pays both 
a customs duty and an export tax. 
Under the new regulations, the customs 
duty in such cases will be refunded. 


CERVERA COOL. 


He Did Not Kiss the Minister of 


Marine. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

MADRID, Sept. 22.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The marked coolness of Admiral 
Cervera and his officers toward the 
Mniister of Marine, Sefior Aunon, is 
much commented upon here. Sefior 
Aunon and his staff, in uniform, met 
Admiral Cervera and his party at the 
railroad station. The admiral saluted 
and said stifiy: “I am at the orders of 
Your Excellency. I shall present my- 
self at the ministry today, as is my 
duty.” 


The admiral then started to leave, 
after embracing Capt. Eulate, the for- 
mer commander of the Vizcaya, and 
his other comrades. The Minister of 
Marine offered the use of his carriage 
to Admiral Cervera, but the latter de- 
clined to accept it and entered another 
carriage. 

In an interview, the admiral said he 
had a clear conscience regarding San- 
tiago. Nations, he said, grew great 
by their victories and not by their de- 
feats, however glorious they might be, 
Spain had lived in a dream, and she 
had now to face reality. The admiral 
added that his warships were not de- 
stroyed in battle, but by fire. 

Gen. Toral, the Spanish commander 
who surrendered his forces at San- 
tiago, has also arrived here. He did so 
without attracting any attention. He 
is now sick in bed.

SPATTLE (Wash.,) Sept. 22.—[ Ex- 
elusive Dispatch.] Sedate old St. 
Michaels is the latest Alaskan point to 
be deserted on account of the rush to 
the new gold discoveries. Between 
three and four hundred men left that 
vicinity in small boats on learning of 
the rich strikes at Golofwin Bay. A 
town has been established at the bay, 
and nearly 500 people will winter there 
that they may commence mining early. 

The new gold district comprises a 
number of small creeks flowing into 
Fish River, a short distance from the 
bay. As high as $1.75 to the pan has 
been taken out, and the entire district 
is supposed to be rich. The strike was 
made, as usual, by a tenderfoot in 
ground that old miners would not look 
at. A missionary named Hultbert has 
gome of the richest claims. Capt. 
Walker, U.S.A., in command at St. 
Michaels has returned from the. gold 
fields with a sack of yellow stuff from 
his claims. The new town will be 
called Council City, and is well stocked 
with provisions, mostly purchased from 
discouraged prospectors at St. Michaels. 


MOST NORTHERLY RAILROAD... 


wel in Alaska to Be Made Rea- 
sonably Comfortable. 

{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
BATTLE, Sept. 22.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.}] The steamer Humboldt has 
Drought back the superintendent and 
Gmgineers of the most northerly rail- 
foad in the world. It is to run from 
Norton Bay to Caltag, on the Yukon 
River. It will be broad-gauge, seventy- 
five miles in length, and will save 700 
miles of river travel. 

Work was commenced early this sea- 
gon, and the entire line has been sur- 
weyed. A very easy gerade was found. 
As soon as the ice goes out next year 
4000 Italian laborers will be put to 
work. The whole system must be built 
im about four months, and money will 
not be spared. A fieet of boats will 
carry up supplies, material and rolling 
Stock. Everything, even to ties and 
bridge timber, must be sent from here. 

The Anglo-Alaskan syndicate of Lon- 
Gon is putting up the money. J. R. 
Graylong, the financial manager, leaves 
in a few days for New York and Lon- 
Gon. The enterprise means a great 
Geal for Alaska, as the road will be ex- 
tended up the Yukon Valley, if success- 
ful, as far as Caltag. 

Two towns have been established. 
Gardner City is the name of the Norton 
Bay town, and Blair will be the Yukon 
terminus. The company will probably 
put on a line of steamers from Blair to 
Dawson and points even further up 
the Yukon. This will enable it to con- 
tract for freight clear through. The 
company has received propositions 
from several transportation companies 
fo use their boats, but so far has ac- 
cepted no proposals. 

It is not impossible that electrcity 
will be used as a motive power instead 
of steam. There is enormous water 
power for the generation of electricity. 
and it would cheapen operating ex- 
penses greatly. This is one of the mat- 
ters to be decided in London.

Russians Acquire Large Tracts of 
Land Near New Ohwang. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY 
VANCOUVER (B. C.,) Sept. 22.—Ad- 
vices from the Orient by the steamship 

Empress of India are as follows: 

A serious mutinous conspiracy has 
occurred on the German ship Christine 
of Kobe’ Harbor. Assistance was sent 
from the Gefion, and the men accused 
were eventually brought before the 
German acting Consul. They will have 
to be sent to the vessel’s port of entry, 
Bremen, to be tried for the offense. 
The prisoners consist of four Dutchmen, 
one Englishman and one German. 

The Belgian contract for the construc- 
tion of the Lu-Han Railroad has been 
ratified. 

There are rumors of British and Jap- 
anese concession on the Island of Nan- 
Tai, at Foo Chow. One of the mem- 
bers of the crew of H.M.S. Linnet has 
been making a survey in the neighbor- 
hood for the information of Sir Claude 
MacDonald. 

News comes from New Chwang that 
the Russians have been acquiring large 
tracts of land in the vicinity to make 
capital out of the proposed British 
railway enterprise in that region, as 
it seems that he land on the proposed 
route of the Russian Railway has been 
purchased by the British, who de- 
manded exorbitant prices for the same. 

Russians, by way of checkmating 
their rivals, have commenced building 
in the north of New Chwang without 
the necessity of formal purchase or 
lease of the land from its owners, prac- 
tically grabbing lots they require, ar- 
guing that after they had once built 
on the land, its owners could not help 
themselves and could not render them 
amenable to any terms from the Brit- 
ish. By theSe means they would hold 
the whip-hand over the railway in 
Eastern China, which is to run from 
Petuna to Port Arthur, via _ Kirin, 
Loudkin and Nai-Ching, with a branch 
from Port Arthur to New Chwang. 


SECOND GUN INTRODUCED, 


And it Will Be a Big One for Dar- 
by’s Lawyers. 
[ASSOCIATED TRESS DAY REPORT.] 


FRESNO, Sept. 22.—The fourth day 
of the trial of Frank Darby, accused of 
killing Louis Boldini, has been full 
of sensational features. The prosecu-. 
tion is still putting in its case and 
had shown by several witnesses that 
the party of which Boldini was a mem- 
ber, had but one gun in their posses- 
sion. This gun had.been taken. to 
Mendota by one Sanchez, previous to 
the shooting. It developed on cross- 
examination of Constable Adams of 
Mendota today that there were two 
guns in the party; the one taken to 
Mendota and one which was found in 
the wagon when the constable visited 
the scene of the murder. 

It is thought now that the defense 
will endeavor to show that Boldini was 
killed by a member of his own party.

PARIS STIRRED UP. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT,] 

PARIS, Sept. 22.—The situation here 
is generally admitted to be grave by 
both press and people. The conflict be- 
tween the civilian and military authori- 
ties is becoming acute. The sudden and 
unexpected action of Gen. Zurljinden, 
the military governor of Paria, in 
prosecuting Col. Picquart on the charge 
of forgery and using forged documents, 
assumes grave aspects on account of 
circumstances attending this interven- 
tion of the military authorities in a 
civil court. 


At the present moment, when the 


political atmosphere is surcharged with 


dangerous electricity, generated by the 
Dreyfus case, the general, who has just 
auitted the Cabinet in defiance of civil 
authority, takes, without consulting his 
successor or the premier, an important 
step. In ordinary circumstances, the 
military governor is empowered to act 
independently; but now that the Drey- 
fus question has become a great na- 
tional matter, every proceeding in the 
affair has state importance. Gen. 
Zurlinden’s ignoring of this obvious 
fact is very significant. He comes for- 
ward as the defender of the army, the 
prosecutor of its supposed calumniators 
and the resolute opponent of a revision 
of the case. From this to an appeal to 
the public in the line of an. establish- 
ment of a dictatorship, there is no wide 
step.

As it has been declared impossible 
by the local electric companies to com- 
plete the work of making connections 
with their underground conduits and 
removing their poles and overhead 
wires by October 3, the City Council 
is to be asked to grant another ex- 
tension of time for getting the wires 
underground. The reason assigned by 
the companies for their inability to 
complete the work in time is that they 
were not able to secure enough expert 
electricians to do the work. The ex- 
tension will doubtless be granted. 

The Board of Police Commissioners 
will meet at the office of Chief Glass 
this afternoon at 2 o'clock for the pur- 
pose of “investigating’’ publicly the il- 
legal practices followed by some of the 
police in their manner of making ar- 
rests. At least one of the commis- 
sioners has made up his mind in ad- 
vance what he will do, but it is be- 
lieved that the commission will not 
be unanimous in its decision, whatever 
that may be. 

The announcement of the third mem- 
ber of the board of arbitration in the 
water controversy is expected within 
a few days. The two members who 
have been trying to agree upon a third 
have deduced their list of possible se- 
lections to four or five names. 

An effort by M. S. Cummings, the 
street contractor, whose methods have 
been published before, to use im- 
proper material on Jasmine street was 
discovered by Street Superintendent 
Drain yesterday afternoon, and the 
work on that street was stopped. 

The Board of Park Commissioners 
proposes to rent a portion of Griffith 
Park to persons who desire to raise 
wheat thereon. 

It not unfrequently happens that a 
person holding the stakes for two per- 
sons pending a decision in some mat- 
ter gets repaid for his trouble by both 
parties turning upon him. Something 
very like this is happening to the 
Security Savings Bank. A note for 
$1500 was deposited in escrow by P. 
B. Mathiason with the bank, the in- 
structions being that on September 18, 
1898, the envelope containing the note 
should be delivered to Warren Kleck- 
ner. The day before delivery the de- 
positor notified the bank not to de- 
liver the note to Kieckner, but to re- 
turn it to him, and on the day follow- 
ing Kleckner made formal demand of 
the note in accordance with the escrow 
agreement. To save trouble, the bank 
has brought suit making both parties 
defendants, and offers to hand the note 
to the clerk of the court, and afford 
the defendants a chance to fight out 
the matter of ownership in the courts. 

The calendar of cases to be heard 
by the Supreme Court while sitting in 
Los Angeles for the fall term is un- 
usually short, and comprises only 
criminal and probate cases. The 
Pomeroy and Hooker water cases, in 
which the court expressed a desire to 
hear further argument, are the ones 
which have the most interest for the 
residents of this city, as many of the 
questions involved in the present water 
litigatign were raised first in these 
cases.

ANOTHER EXTENSION. 


MORE TIME WANTED TO COMPLETE 
UNDERGROUND CONDUITS. 


Electric Companies to Tell Why it 
is Necessary—Police “Investiga- 
tion” Today—To Rent Griffith 
Park—Street Contractor Caught, 


At the next meeting of the City 
Council a request will be presented fur 
another extension of the so-called con- 
duit ordinance, and it is almost certain 
that the extension will be grafted. 
This will make the third time that that 
action has been taken by the City 
Council, and each time there has been 
opposition to it. The meaning of the 
extension is that additional time will 
be given the electric companies of the 
aity in which to comply with the 
ordinance, which requires them to 
placed their wires underground in what 
is known as the conduit district of the 
city. 

Six months ago the representatives 
of the companies appeared before the 
Council and asked that the time be 
extended, saying it was impossible for 
them to comply with the law within 
the time given them in the ordinance. 
At that time the work of placing the 
underground conduits in the streets

was in progress, and a three-months’ 
extension was granted. Three months 
later another extension was asked for 
on the same grounds, and was granted, 
it being promised that within the three 
months all poles and wires would be 
off the streets. This second extension 
of time expires October 3, and next 
ting o e Cit

The reasons which will be advanced 
by the several companies in support 
of this request for an additional ex- 
tension of time are considered reason- 
able by a number of the Councilmen. 
It will be pointed out to the Council 
that during the past three months all 
of the companies have been hard at 
work to complete their underground 
systems, and to make the necessary 
transfers. The work has almost been 
completed. - It would have been fin- 
ished, the companies assert, long ago 
had it not been for their inability to 
secure the services of expert work- 
men, who alone can do that kind of 
work. For any one of the companies 
there were sufficient men available. 
but when all of the companies had 
the same work within the same time, 
it was impossible for them to secure 
the number of men they wanted. Men 
were brought from other cities, but 
even then their forces were limited. 
The companies say they have made 
every reasonable effort to comply with 
the law this time, and they will declare 
to the Council that it has been a phys- 
ical impossibility for them to do so. 
The work of removing the poles from 
the streets is now in progress, and 
already hundreds have been removed, 
but the necessity for having the under- 
ground systems in perfect working 
order before the overhead wires were 
removed has made it impossible to 
remove all the wires. The exact time 
to which the extension of the time for 
the enforcement of the law will be 
asked has not been decided upon, but 
the City Council will probably be asked 
to make the ordinance operative Janu- 
ary 1. Some of the companies are will- 
ing to give the city a guarantee that 
pion work will be completed by that 
me. 


“INVESTIGATION” TODAY. 
Police Scandal That Will not End 
Without Reform. 

At 2 o’clock this afternoon the Board 

of Police Commissionerswill go through 
the form of a public investigation into 
the unlawful methods employed in 
many instances by the Police Depart- 
ment in the manner in which prisoners 
are treated and the rules of the depart- 
ment enforced. Last Friday the com- 
missioners held a private session at 
the office of the Chief but no public 
announcement was made of what they 
found. From statements made since 
by members of the Commission it 1s 
known that they found that what hes 
been charged by all the newspapers 
of the city is true, that the law is fre- 
quently violated by the officers of the 
law; that prisoners are kept in the 
City Jail for days without a com- 
plaint being made against them 
and without their being  pre- 
sented before’ any court, and that 
some of the rules of the department 
are wholly disregarded. Having learned 
these things and having scrutinized 
the so-called register of arrests, which 
is not open to the public, the commis- 
sion has noW invited all persons who 
have any complaint to make-as to 
police methods, to appear this after- 
noon and state cases with which the 
members of the board are already fa- 
miliar. 
_As an investigation, the session this 
afternoon promises to be farcical, for 
it is positively known that one member 
of the board intends to support the il- 
legal actions of the police, and if the 
others of the board take a similar 
stand, the expected coat of whitewash 
will be applied and the present illegal 
system will continue. 

It is not altogether certain, however, 
that the commissioners will be unani- 
mous in their desire to wink at ille- 
gality in the Police Department or at 
any infraction of the rules. One of the 
members was heard to say yesterday 
that he, for one, did not think there 
was any necessity for today’s so-called 
investigation, because the members of 
the commission already know the facts 
and know that the rules have been re- 
peatedly violated. | 

“If this is to be a case of ‘speak now 
or else forever hold your peace,’ as 
marriage ritual puts it,” said he, “I for 
one do not expect much will be said. 
I think the commissioners should en- 
force .the rules as we expect the police 
to enforce the laws. I do not care if 
the whole force is punished, the rules 
should be enforced if we expect to have 
discipline.” 

Why the session today should be 
held at the office of the Chief instead 
of at the usual meeting place of the 
commissioners is not known, unless it 
is because the Chief desired it. The 
result of the meeting today will be an- 
nounced at the regular meeting of the 
commission Tuesday, at which time 
there is every prospect of a lively dis- 
cussion of the entire subject. 


WILL SOON REPORT. 
Third Arbitrator Will Be Named in 
a Few Days. 

Within a few days, a week at most, 
the name of the third member of the 
board of arbitration, which is to deter- 
mine the value of the plant of the Los 
Angeles City Water Company, and 
how much the city shall pay for that 
plant, will be announced to the City 
Council. For nearly two months the 
two members appointed by the city and 
the water company, respectively, have 
been at work trying to select a suit- 
able man who would be sati tory to 
all. At the beginning of eir work 
they received suggestions of more than 
one hundred names. A careful inquiry 
was as to the suitability of each 
of these, and the long list was grad- 
ually reduced. As the list grew 
smaller the work of the two members 
became more difficult, and several 
times when they have been on the point 
of agreeing, something happened which 
prevented it. It was announced yes- 
terday by James C. Kays, the city’s 
arbitrator, that out of the entire list 
only the names of four or five men re- 
mained, and that it was certain that 
one of these would soon be chosen. 

It was decided long ago that the 
third member of the board should be 
an engineer of national reputation, and 
the two members have been in com- 
munication with a number of the most 
noted engineers in the country. Mr. 
Kays. said yesterday that it was 
doubtful if any of the men now being 
considered would consent to serve on 
a ver diem salary, but he thought the 
— of salary could be arranged 
later. 


CAUGHT AT IT. 


Use of Improper Street Material 
Stops an Improvement. 
Because of an alleged effort by M. 8. 
Cummings, the contractor, to use ma- 
terial which was wholly unfit for street 
improvement on Jasmine street, the 
Street Superintendent ordered the work 
of improving that street, between Pico 
and Eleventh streets, stopped yester- 
day afternoon until the bad material’ 
that has already been placed thereon 
is removed. The work was stopped at 
once, and as a result of his effort to 
«ive the city a poor job, and cover hs

| The work then was in every way sat- 


isfactory. At one end of the street he 
noticed a large pile of loose sand, in 
which were a number of large pieces of 
adobe. Mr. Drain asked the foreman 
on the street what was his intention 
with reference to the sand. After try- 
ing to evade the question, the latter 
replied that it. was to be placed on the 
street where gravel should Have been 
used. Superintendent Drain notified 
the foreman that if that kind of stuff 
was placed on the street he would 
compel the contractor to remove it, and 
warned the foreman not to use it. 

Yesterday afternoon Mr. Drain had 
occasion to again visit Jasmine street, 
and saw that more than a block had 
been completed with the very ma- 
terial that he had ordered kept off the 
street. He called the foreman’s atten- 
tion to the matter, and asked who had 
given orders to use sand and adobe 
instead of gravel of the proper kind. 
The foreman replied that Contractor 
Cummings had ordered him to use the 
material. Street Superintendent Drain 
stopped the work, and ordered the 
foreman to remove all the sand, declar- 
ing that unless it was done, he would 
not accept the street, and would issue 
no warrant when the work is com- 
pleted. Just what Cummings will do 
is not known. Mr. Drain says that 
unless the proper kind of material is 
used on the street, he will condemn the 
work, and will decline to recommend 
an extension of the contract. 


ANOTHER LAW NEEDED. 


Water from Oil Wells Running into 
Public Drains. 

Since the recent complaints of the 
flagrant violations of law with refer- 
ence to the manner of disposing of re- 
fuse material from oil wells, Oil In- 
spector Monlux has beén hard at work 
trying to remedy the evils which were 
pointed out to him. In a number of 
instances he has been successful, his 
effort being to remove all danger of a 
flooding of the residence districts with 
oil after the first heavy rain. In a 
number of places he has succeeded in 
removing the danger, but it has: been 
discovered that before the trouble can 
be effectually remedied it will be neces- 
sary for the City Council to adopt 
an ordinance prohibiting the draining 
of the water from the ail wells into 
oo gutters and storm drains of the 

The present ordinance forbids the 
running of oil into such drains, but 
there is nothing in the law to prevent 
the turning of water into the drains, 
and the Council will be asked to 
adopt such an ordinance at its next 
meeting. It is well known that at al- 
most every place where water from the 
weils is drained through the public 
culverts, small quantities of oil xo 
with it, and unless each of these cul- 
verts is constantly watched it would 
be impossible to prevent violations of 
the law. A number of places have 
been discovered in the oil fields where 
unless some such measure is adopted 
at once there will be a deluge of oil 
this winter upon private lots, as the 
oil will be washed out of the cesspools 
with the storm water. The matter 
has been called to the attention of the 
City Attorney’s department, and the 
Council will be asked to direct the 
preparation of the necessary ordinance. 


NEW SEWERS ORDERED. 


Work of the Sewer Committee of the 
City Counetil. 

The Sewer Committee of the City 
Council held a short meeting yester- 
day at which considerable business was 
disposed of. For several weeks the 
matter of the protests against the pro- 
posed sewering of Gladys aventie, 
Eighth street and Stanford avenue has 
been in the hands of the Council, but 
although it has been set for hearing 
several times, the matter has not been 
finally disposed of. The protestants 
declare that in addition to sewering 
the streets, they desire that they be 
otherwise improved, the whole work 
to be done under the bond act. For 
the purpose of looking into this matter 
the protest has been referred to the 
Sewer Committee. That committee 
yesterday recommended to the Coun- 
cil that inasmuch as the widening and 
improving of the street was desired, 
that! the proceedings for the sewering 
be abandoned so far as they referred 
to Gladys avenue, but as to Stanford 
avenue and a portion of Eighth streets, 
the proceedings to construct sewers 
will be carried out. The City Engi- 
neer was directed to prepare the neces- 
sary ordinance of intention. 

The petition of O. T. Johnson and 
others asking that a sewer be con- 
structed on Fifth street between Bixel 
and Fremont streets, was granted, and 
the City Engineer was directed to pre- 
sent an ordinance of intention there- 
for. 

A petition from John T. Jones for 
permission to make certain sewer con- 
nections on the south side of Girard 
street was granted. 

In the matter of the protest of A. 
W. Francisco against the sewering of 
Cottage Place, between Ninth and 
Tenth streets, it appeared that the por- 
tion of Mr. Francisco's property em- 
braced within the assessment district 
hais been already assessed for the con- 
struction of adequate sewer facilities, 
but inasmuch as the proceedings have 
advamced to the stage with the neces- 
sity existing for their immediate com- 
pletion, the committee recommended 
that the protest be denied, and that the 
assessment clerk be instructed, when 
levying the assessment for the con- 
templated work, to make the assess- 
ment upon Mr. Francisco’s property 
merely a nominal sum in order to com- 
ply with the law. 


TO RENT A PARK, 


Proposition to Utilize Now Useless 
Lands. 

If a plan which is being investigated 
by the Board of Park Commissioners 
is adopted and the City Council ap- 
proves it, some use will be made of at 
least a portion of Griffith Park where- 
by the city will secure some revenue 
from the place. Since the park was do- 
nated to the city nothing has been 
done with it. The tract is too expan- 
sive and to distant to thoroughly im- 
prove at present or to make it as at- 
tractive at once as some of the other 
parks, and the city has been holding 
it for future use. No effort has been 
made to make a pleasure ground out 
of it as yet. | 

At a regular meeting of the Board of 
Park Commissioners yesterday morning 
Park Superintendent Garey reported 
that be had received a number of in- 
quiries from ranchers as to what-the 
rental would be if they leased about 
150 acres of the land of the park. The 
portion referred to is land which was 
rented by the former owner of the park, 
and which was not reserved in the 
grant to the city. There is a much 
larger tract that could also be rented, 
and in the opinion of the Park Super- 
intendent it would be easy to find ten- 
ants for the place. He thought that at 
least $2 per acre per year could be ob- 


‘tained and even $3 might be paid, as 


the land is an excellent wheat-growing 
tract, and. is well watered. 

The commissioners did not think it 
advisable to take action until the mat- 
ter had been thoroughly investigated, 
and for that purpose it was referred to 
the Park Superintendent, who will re- 
port what he can get for the land and 
whether it will be better to divide it 
into small portions or rent it in one 

jiece. The matter will then be re- 
erred to the City Council. 


The attention of the commission was |} 


called by Commissioner Griffith to the 
neglected condition of the small park 
at the Plaza. He stated that the 
lawns were not properly cut, and that 
weeds were allowed to grow in profu- 
sion in parts of the park. The super- 
intendent was directed to notify the 


gardener to take better care of the 
lace. The superintendent stated that 
e had warned the gardener once and 
the place had since been better kept. 
Now that the season at Santa Monica 
has about closed and will remain 80 
until the annual migration of the tour- 
ists, the proprietor of the camera ob- 
scura there wants to come to the city 
with his show and desires to place it 
in Westlake Park. He sent a commu- 
nication to the Park Commission yes- 
terday, in which he described the fea- 
tures of such an attraction. In order 
to convince the commissioners of just 
what his plan is he signified his will- 
ingness to pay the car fare of the com- 
mission to Santa Monica at any time 
they desired to examine his plant there. 
The board did not take kindly to this 
latter offer, as they did not desire to 
make a junketing trip to the sea. The 
secretary was directed to notify the 
owner of the attraction that the mem- 
bers of the commission would inspect 
his place some time during the coming 
week, and that he would then be noti- 
fied as to what action they would take. 
H. J. Stevens notified the board that 
unless a railing was placed around the 
falls at Westlake Park, there was con- 
stant danger of an accident, as any 
child might esily fall over the em- 
bankment into the water. The con- 
struction of a guard rail there was 
ordered. 


Saved the City Money. 

The new pipe line on South Main 
street through which the water in the 
zanja now on that street will flow 
when the street is improved, has been 
almost completed, and by October 1 the 
water will be turned into the pipes. 
The work has been done by City Water 
Overseer Casey, and although the total 
cost to the city will amount to nearly 
or quite $10,000, the total cost will not 
be nearly what it would have been had 
the work been let to contract. Just 
how much has been saved to the city 
by the plan that was adopted is not 
known, but it will be several hundred 
dollars. The change in the flow of the 
zanja water was made necessary by 
the letting of the contract for the im- 
provement of Main street between 
Thirty-seventh street and Slauson ave- 
nue, a distance of nearly two miles. 


Will Light the Jalil. 

By the terms of its franchise, the 
San Gabriel Electric Company is re- 
quired to furnish light to certain of the 
city buildings free of charge as soon 
as its lines reach those buildings. 
Among these buildings is the City Jail. 
The work of laying the company’s un- 
derground conduits has been almost 
completed and the line west from 
Broadway is done. Yesterday the 
company notified Councilman Mathuss 
that it was ready to make connec- 
tions and begin the lighting of the 
jail building. This place has been 
lighted heretofore by the Los Angeles 
Flectric Company at a cost to the city 
of nearly $1500 a year, and this amount 
will hereafter be saved to the city. 
The work of making the necessary con- 
nections will be performed at once. 

The City Hall is lighted free by the 
succesors to the Westside Lighting 
Company (the Edison Electric Com- 
pany), a similar provision being made 
in the franchise of that corporation, 


To Lay a Pipe Line. 

W. H. Stimson and Ezra Stimson, 
executors of the estate of the late 
Thomas Stimson, have petitioned the 
City Council for permission to lay a 
double pipe line, the pipes to be four 
inches in diameter, under the street 
between the building at the southwest 
corner of Third and Broadway to the 
new building at the northwest corner 
of Third and Spring streets. If the 
permission is granted they promise 
that the pipes shall be placed in such 
a position as not to interfere with the 
sewers or conduits in Third street. 


THI COURT HOUSE, 


NOTE IN ESCROW. 


A SUIT NECESSARY TO DECIDE THE 
OWNERSHIP, 


The Depositor Desires to Withdraw 
the Note, and the Person to 
Whom Delivery Was to Be Made 
also Demands Possession. 


The Security Savings Bank has be- 
gun a rather curious suit against P. 
B. Mathiason and Warren Kleckner, 
to have determined by the court the 
rights of the defendants to a certain 
promissory note placed in escrow with 


the plaintiff. 

‘In the complaint that was filed 
yesterday, it was alleged that on Sep- 
tember 18, 1897, Mathiason delivered to 
the plaintiff a sealed envelope contain- 
ing, as it was believed, a note of the 
same date for $1500, made payable to 
Kleckner or order on September 158, 
1898, and executed by Mathiason. On 
the outside of the envelope was a writ- 
ing by Mathiason—addressed first to 
Wells, Fargo & Co., but that name was 
crossed out and the name of the Se- 
curity Savings Bank inserted—direct- 
ing that the inclosed note be held in 
escrow until September 18 of this year, 
and then delivered to Kleckner or his 
order. 

On September 17, the day before the 
time of the delivery of the inclosed 
note, Mathiason notified the Security 
Savings Bank that he had intended to 
place the note in escrow with Wells, 
Fargo & Co., but after he had signed 
the instruction on the envelope to that 
effect the name had been changed with- 
out his knowledge or consent. The 
bank was also informed by Mathiason 
that he never meant to authorize the 
bank to deliver the note and envelope 
to Kleckner, and he thereupon notified 
the plaintiff not to deliver it to any one 
but himself. The only reason for this 
change in determination given by 
Mathiason was that the terms and con- 
ditions upon which the note had been 
originally made, by him had not been 
kept by Kleckner. 

On the day following this notifica- 
tion by Mathiason, the 18th, Kleck- 
ner came along and demanded de- 
livery by the bank of the $1500 note. 
The bank was, metaphorically speak- 
ing, between the devil and the deep 
sea. The escrow agreement called for 
delivery to Kleckner, a failure to com- 
ply with which might render the bank 
liable to Kleckner, and on the other 
hand Mathiason having notified the 
bank not to make delivery, any infrac- 
tion of that order might make the 
bank liable to Mathiason. 

Under these circumstances the Secur- 
ity Savings Bank temporized, and 
brought the present suit against both 
claimants to the note. The offer is 
made to deposit the sealed envelope 
containing the note in court that the 
defendants may fight the matter out, 
and upon plaintiff doing so, the court is 
asked to hold the bank as discharged 
from liability. Meantime an injunction 
is asked for restraining either of the 
defendants from proceeding against the 
bank. 


AN INVOLVED DEAL. 


Suit to Recover a Note on a Real 
Estate Transaction, 

An interesting, albeit a complicated, 
suit is now on trial before Judge York 
in Denartment Three. The“action is 
one brought by E. T. Howe against 
Charles L. Eager and Addie Johnson 
to restrain them from transferring or 
pledging a note for $1000, and to have 
it declared that they have no right, 


‘title or interest in it or in the mort- 


gage that was given to secure its pay- 
ment. 

It has been contended by the\plain- 
tiff, Howe, that in October of las} year 
W. H. Obear, the real estate mah, ne- 
gotiated for him the purchase of lots 
1, 2 and the southerly ten feet f lot 
4, block 104, of the Bellevue Terrace 
tract from the owners, Mrs. Mary ills 
and Agnes Mae Bills. Obear reported 
that in addition to certain moneys to 
be paid that it would be necessarv as 
part of the consideration and purchase 
price that Howe should transfer and 
assign to Mrs. Mary Bills and Agnes 
Bills a note for $1000, which had been 
executed and delivered by R. A. and 
Cora I. Guthrie to the plaintiff, and 
which was secured by a mortgage. 
Howe alleges that acting upon Obear’s 
advice he endorsed this $1000 note and 
delivered it to Addie Johnson, a sister 
of the defendant, Eager, who was the 
agent of Mrs. Bills. But Howe never 
met Mrs. Bills or Agnes Mae Bills dur- 
ing the negotiations of purchase, and 
he charges that Eager, who was their 
agent, knew when the note was de- 
livered to Addie Johnson that no con- 
sideration for it had passed, but that 
Obear had fraudulently obtained it 
from him. So far, too, as Addie John- 
son herself was concerned she gave no 
consideration for the note, and was 
represented in the transaction by 
Eager, her brother. The note does not 
mature until July, 1899, but Addie 
Johnson claims to be the owner of 44 
and Eager also, the plaintiff alleges; 
claims some interest in it. 

This is the story of the plaintiff, 
Howe, but it is only the story in epi- 
tomized form, for as shown yesterday 
the dealings between Howe and Obeair 
were more extensive than the com- 
plaint filed appeared to indicate. The 
case was complicated, too, by certain 
witnesses testifying to their under- 
standing that Mrs. Bills and Addie 
Johnson were one and the same person. 
Today the defense will tell its side of 
the case, 


A DOGGIE’S WOES, 


“Much Ado About Nothing” Played 
in Court, 

When Miss Slaughter swore out a 
complaint against John Doe, charging 
him with petty larceny in having ap- 
propriated one pug dog, there was, 
as appeared in the Township Court 
yesterday, a sort of evening up of a 
family difference. The ordinary and 
reasonable way to recover possession 
of the canine would have been by a 
civil suit in claim and delivery, but by 
preference a quasi-criminal proceeding 
was begun. The name of that pro- 
nounced criminal John Doe was in- 
serted in the complaint and he might 
mean anybody or nobody. But upon 
this ambiguous complaint was  ob- 
tained a search warrant to examine 
the premises of Mrs. Fagge at No. 610 
South Flower street in a hunt for the 
puggy that was alleged to have been 
lost. The dog was found at the 
Fagge’s, and consequently on the 
search warrant the case got standing 
in court, although no action was 
taken on the John Doe complaint, 
charging petty larceny, and upon the 
search warrant itself had been based. 

All the parties to the suit are people 
occupying a comfortabe position, and 
so the onlookers at the investigation 
could afford to enjoy the ludicrousness 
of the whole affair, knowing that no 
one was going to get hurt either in 
person or ‘estate. Miss Slaughter, 
who is well toward middle age, sailed 
into court in company with Mrs. Rice, 
in whose family she has been’ living 
as a professional nurse. Mrs. Fagge, 
who is sister to Miss Slaughter, was 
also present with her husband and 
daughter. 

The evidence showed that Miss 
Slaughter had had a home of her own 
and separate from her sister’s, but a 
large portion of her time has been 
spent in following her business of pro- 
fessional nurse, and this necessarily 
took her away from home. About 
four years ago a pug dog was picked 
up by someone and given to Miss 
Slaughter, but in her uncertain com- 
ings and goings ‘‘Dodo”’ was bandied 
about somewhat. Finally it drifted 
on the streets again as an estray, and 
was in danger of being arrested by the 
dog catcher as a “‘vag’’ dog, having no 
visible means of support. At that time 
it was reqovered by the Fagge family 
and became the constant pet and 
companion of the children. After 
thus, again finding a haven of rest, 
Miss Slaughter saw the dog, but the 
question of mine or thine was never 
raised between the sisters. The Fagges 
conceded that Miss Slaughter had had 
possession of the dog, but that came 
about in a very simple way. Mrs. 
Rice’s boy was an invalid. and Miss 
Slaughter asked for the dog to take 
to the sick lad, that by its playful 
antios the monotony of his life might 
be relieved. 

Altogether the case was a rather ab- 
surd one, and from one or two re- 
marks incidéntallvy made, it was to he 
inferred that differences of opinion 
about money matters had caused tem- 
porary estrangement between the sis- 
ters. Justice Young found for the de- 
fendant. and so “Dodo” will return 
from whence she was taken, and the 
young members of the Fagge family 
will have a reception to welcome 
puggsy home.

The defendant dented the 
ecution of the note, and alleged thasg 
the signatures thereto were without 
authority from the board of director 
of the corporation. The court foun@ 
in accordance with the averments @& 
the complaint, and against the alleg@a@e- 
tions of the defense, and then the d¢@e 
fendant appealed. 

The action is notable only for some 
of the averments set up by the des 
fendant. At the trial it was objected 
that it had not been shown that on@ 
Main was secretary of the corporation, 
but the Supreme Court says that dé 
fendant cannot be permitted to allow 
Main to act as its secretary, and caus@ 
its records to be authenticated Dy 
him and then object to the regularity 
of his appointment, or repudiate Hg 
obligations signed by him under thé 
direction of the board of directors. 

It was also contended by defendans 
that no meeting of the directors hag@ 
been held on March 17, 1894, but at tie 
trial this was not allowed to be shows 
The Supreme Court holds that the cor 
poration cannot show that its recordm 
upon the faith of which parties havé 
contracted with it, and which it hag 
itself taken no steps to correct, are 
false.

the fore front of battle for the advance- 
ment of the American people. When- 
ever any party becomes so pure and 
perfect that none of its hangers-on are 
above and beyond criticism or re- 
proach, we may rest assured that the 
millenium has arrived and may at once 
proceed to put on our robes and pre- 
pare for the ascension. 

The man who asserts that “the Re- 
publican party is greater than any 
Man or any newspaper” gives utter- 
/ance to a truism, but when he assumes 
that criticism of any member of the 
} party; any of its candidates or any of 
its acts by a staunch Republican 
| mewspaper is treason to the party, he 
thereupon proceeds to set himself down 
@s a goou dea! of an ass. No individual 
in all the world is perfect, and as 
political parties are but aggregations 
of individuals, it follows that no party 
is perfect. So far as Tur Tres is 
concerned it reserves the right as un 
independent newspaper to denounce 
any tenet of the Republican party that 
it believes to be in conflict with the 
eternal principles of right and justice,

manittee, which sometimes, it would seem, 
f assumes that it is greater than the 
power that created it. 

The day of the hide-bound politica) 
partisan or partisan newspaper has 
gone by in America. The people are 
doing. their own thinking, and as 
Times represents at least some por- 
tion of the people, it is likewise doing 
its own thinking. It is not given to 
any man or political committee to say 
how the people shall vote on the day 
of election, nor how this or any other 
independent newspaper shall be con- 
ducted.

ARNOLD’S UNFITNESS. 

The friends of George L. Arnold, 
candidate for reélection as a member 
of the State Board of Equalization, are 
making a desperate effort to show that 
the attacks which have been made 
upon him were unjustifiable. Unfor- 
tunately for Mr. Arnold, the criticisms 
which have been passed upon him are 
based upon his’ public record,. and 
upon facts which cannot be gainsaid 
or explained away. 

In previous articles THp TIMES has 
shown that George L. Arnold has been 
the pliant tool of the Southern Pacific 
Railway Compan’y of Kentucky, while 
ostensibly representing the sovereign 
people of the State of California. Hav- 
ing been nominated through the rail- 
road influence, he has consistently 
served the interests of that corpora- 
tion, thereby earning from his em- 
ployers their influence in: favor of his 
renomination, which was consum- 
mated in spite of the earnest opposi- 
tion of the independent and untrain- 
meled elements in the State conven- 
tion. 

Through the acquiescence and con- 
nivance of George L.. Arnold, member 
of the State Board of Equalization, the 
Southern Pacific Railroad Company 
has been enabled to evade the payment 
of its legitimate and honest share of 
taxes, not only in Los Angeles county, 
but in other counties throughout the 
State. In consequence of this .n- 
equality of assessment, the taxpayers 
of California, in both city and coun- 
try, have been subjected to unjust and 
onerous burdens. 

As heretofore pointed out in these 
columns, the great wharf of the South- 
ern Pacific Company at Santa Monica, 
which Collis P. Huntington himself 
declared before a Senate commitee had 
cost the company about $1,000,000, is 
practically exempt from taxation. In 
like manner, the Arcade depot prop- 
erty in this city, with its valuable and 
extensive tract of ground, is assessed 
as “right of way,” at the modest rate 
of $9500 per mile, or a total valuation 
of about $3200! The tract embraces 
an area of 10.23 acres, and upon a 
portion of it stands the Arcade depot, 
which, in itself,is a valuable piece of 
property, worth ten or twenty times 
the amount of the assessment for the 
entire tract. This assessment amounts 
to about $320 per acre, which is at 
least not more than one-tenth of its 
actual value. 

The instances above cited are but 
two out of many, which go to show. 
the subserviency of George L. Arnold 
to Southern Pacific interests. There 
are undoubtedly other cases, equally 
glaring, in which the people’s inter- 
ests have been sacrificed for the benefit 
of the corporation which Mr. Arnold 
serves. But these are sufficient to 
show that Arnold is an unfit and an 
unsafe man for the office to which ne 
has been nominated by the Republi- 
can party of the Stdte.. Tue Toves 
dislikes to be obliged to perform the 
serious task. of exposing Arnold and 
his methods to the public. But it has 
a duty to perform in this direction, and 
that duty must be done, irrespective 
of consequences. 


The Republican voters of California

The tax burdens upon the people are 
too heavy already, and should de 
lightened rather than increased.

The pie-chasing political circus at 
Santa Monica has struck its tents and 
disbanded, preparatory to raiding the 
country districts in the search of votes 
for its aggregation of candidates who 
represent no other principle than that 
of an inordinate appetite for place. 
Put the people who are to do the vot- 
ing in November realize that .we Re- 
publican party of this county have put 
up a ticket that is Al from top to 
bottom—a ticket composed of strong, 
competent and honest men, who are 
free from pledges or promises, and 
therefore prepared to administer the 
county's affairs with the single  pur- 
pose of giving the public excellent 
service...

LOS ANGELES THEATER “An 
Enemy to the King’ was given last 
night by the Frawley company for the 
first time on the Pacific Coast. The 
fact that it was the initial presentation 
was patent to the dullest comprehension 
but it is a very difficult play, full of 
intricate detail and calling for the most 
sure and spirited acting of nearly every 
part. 

As the piece was new to everybody 
in the company except Miss Bates, 
@ very evident nervousness marred the 
effect of dashing, pictyresque gallantry 
which is popularly supposed to be 
the distinguishing mark of the six- 
teenth century. Hard and_ sustained 
work had been put upon it in rehearsal, 
but its first actual performance showed 
many weak spots and ragged edges 
which will doubtless be smoothed out 
as the actors grow more accustomed to 
their roles. It is no small task for a 
company accustomed to modern farce- 
comedies and society dramas to jump 
suddenly into the atmosphere of the 
sixteenth century. Men are not used 
in these prosaic days to fighting upon 
the quiver of an eyelid or the twitch of 
a nostril, and their unaccustomed 
swords do not readily from thie 
scabbard. Instead, they exhibit a dis- 
tinct tendency to get tangled up with 
the legs of the wearers, and to do queer 
things to their cloaks and other mediae- 
val raiment, 

Faults caused by mere nervousness 
and lack of practice often vanish with 
the second presentation of a play, and 
it is not fair to “An Enemy to the 
King” to give last night’s performance 
any serious critfcism. Miss Bates did 
her part gallantly in the face of sover- 
whelming disadwantages, but any ef- 
fective or finished work was an impos- 
sibility under the circumstances. Given 
a fair chance, though, and this clever 
young actress wouldseanake a charming 
part of Julie de Varion. 

As regards Mr. Bell, in the part of 
Ernanton de Launay, the leading role 
in the play, only one comment can be 
made. He was hopelessly bad. No 
amoypnt of rehearsal could ever give 
him more than a speaking acquaintance 
with the part of the gallant Huguenot 
leader. His talent belongs more to the 
class of “Number Nine.” 

Mr. Roberts struggled valiantly to 
make something of the role of the 
Governor, Claude de Chastre, but -it 
was a case of wasting a strong man 
on a comparatively insignificant part 
when he was much more urgently 
needed elsewhere. Mr. Burke deserted 
comedy for rascality in the character 
of the Secretary, Montignac, but he is 
better in comedy. 

Mr. Edwards, in spite of his trying 
surroundings, actually succeeded in 
getting some funny scenes into the 
play as Blaise, the lackey of De Lau- 
nay. The others of the large cast have 
vet tobe fitted into their characters, 
which, at present, hang rather loosely 
upon them.

CHINESE CERTIFICATES. 


Must not Be Issued to Classes Ex- 
empt from Law. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 22.—The Sec- 
retary of the Treasury today made an 
important ruling, in which he holds 
that Chinese consuls in foreign coun- 
tries are not authorized to issue certifi- 
cates to privileged classes of Chinese 
entering this country. In a circular 
issued to all officers of customs, atten- 
tion is called to an opinion of the Act- 
ing Attorney-General, in which it is 
held that there is no authority in exist- 
ing laws under which consular officers 
of China in foreign countries may issue 
to Chinese subjects of exempt classes 
the certificates prescribed by section 6 
of the act proved July 5, 1894, relating 
to the exclusion of Chinese. Customs 

officers are instructed as follows: 

“The practice which has heretofore 
obtained of accepting such consular 
certificates will be discontinued, and 
Chinese subjects of the permitted 
classes coming into the United States 
from China must produce certificates 
from the government of China, and 
those coming from other foreign coun- 
tries in which they are residents must 
produce, under the treaty of 1894, the 
certificates of the governments of such 
countries and not certificates of con- 
sular and other subordinate officers of 
China. All rulings heretofore made in 
conflict with the foregoing are hereby 
revoked.”’ 

The effect of this ruling will be to 
prohibit the entry into this country of 
the privileged classes except upon pre- 
sentation of certificates issued by the 
imperial Chinese government. In view 
of the fact that the government has 
never issued certificates of this charac- 
ter, it is believed that comparatively 
few Chinese, even of the exempt 
eanee, will apply hereafter for admis- 
sion. .

ATTY.-GEN. GRIGGS ADVISES NEW 
JERSEY REPUBLICANS. 


He Warmly Indorses the President’s 
Conduct of the Administration 
and the War—Begs the Party not 
to Resort to Petty Squabbles as 
the Democrats are Trying to Do, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

TRENTON, (N. J.,) Sept. 22.—The 
Republican State Convention to nomi- 
nate a candidate for Governor was 
called to order in Taylor's Opnerahouse 
at noon today by Chairman Franklin 
Murvhy of the State Central Commit- 
tee, who introduced Attorney-General 
Griggs as presiding officer. Mr. Griggs 
received an ovation. He spoke briefly 
of local state politics in the last politi- 
cal campaign. He then continued: 
“And in this latest time of storm and 
stress, in the midst of great perplexity 
and under the weight of enormous re- 
sponsibilities, it is a pleasant thing to 
bear witness that our President has 
retained the confidence and support of 
those who aided us in 1896. And more 
than that, he has had the assistance 
of the advice and counsel of many of 
the responsible leaders of tne Democ- 
racy North and South, loyally and sin- 
cerely rendered, without thought of 
partisan or political differences. He 
has had behind him the support of the 
American people with greater degree 
of unanimity than any President since 
Washington. , 

“What can political opposition rest 
upon in this campaign? There is 
nothing but academic discussion left 
for Democratic platforms. They may 
denounce protective tariffs, but no one 
will care. They-have nothing newer or 
better than the Chicago platform from 
which tens of thousands of New Jer- 
sey Democrats revolted. If that was 
a dangerous and alarming diversion of 
Dmocratic doctrine, then it is now 
only ridiculous. It has upon it the 
double condemnation of popular defeat

Not at All

of the Powers. 
[A. P, EARLY MORNING REPORT.} 

NEW YORK, Sept. 22.—The Tribune 
says: 

“President J. B. Angell of the Uni- 
versity of Michigan, who for more 
than a year has been United States 
Minister to Turkey, was among the 
passengers on the Teutonic yesterday. 
Mr. Angell, who has been succeeded 
in Turkey by Oscar Strauss, resigned 
his position to renew his administra- 
tion of the university, of which he is 
the head. He was unsuccessful in se- 
curing the payment of the American 
claims upon the Turkish government, 
but as on the journey across the At- 
lantic he was frequently in conference 
with Col. Hay, he took advantage, un- 
doubtedly, of the opportunity to inform 
the new Secretary of State of the situ- 
ation existing in Turkey. It is well 


President that the claims against the 
Porte shall be settled as promptly as 
possible, and the information which Mr. 
Angell will be able to impart to the

‘We made these claims, as did the 
other powers, for damages inflicted by 
the Turks upon our missionaries. The 
Sultan, however, refuses to recogniz@ 
their claims, and denies the responsle 
bility upon a plea that it is unsatis- 
factory to the powers and to the United 
States. 

“‘*Whether an attempt will be made 
to collect these claims by' force of arms 
or a demonstration, is a matter for 
the government alone to decide. When 
moral pressure is brought to bear upon 
him, the Sultan declares that the dam- 
ages were the result of a mob riot, and 
that, therefore, he is not responsible. 
Indeed, he has actually told the Euro- 
pean powers that instead of making 
claims against him, he is entitled to 
indemnities from them because Eu- 
ropeans shot at and killed Turkish 
soldiers from their houses. One thing 
I would like to lay stress on, and that 
is that our claims are different from 
the European demands. The Euro- 
peans suffered their damages in a mob 
riot, but our claims for damages rest 
upon a much stronger basis. The 
property of the Americans was de- 
stroyed not in a general riot, but by 
soldiers who were put to guard that 
property, and who were consequently 
the agents of the government. I 
placed that view before the Sultan 
strongly, but the answer he gave me 
was the same as before, and he re- 
fused to make any specific answer to 
the svecific matters which I laid be- 
fore it. It seems to me that an armed 
demonstration is the only means 
whereby the Turkish government can 
be made to make the restitution asked 
for. 

“‘What will be the outcome of the 
Cretan troubles,’ was asked. 


“*Ah! the powers only wish you 
could tell them,’ answered Minister 
Angell. ‘But I notice the Sultan is 


yielding to their request. Whether 
Turkey will lose Crete now, it is hard 
to say, but if the powers say she must, 
she will have to relinquish it.’”’

PLENTY OF SUITABLE ROCK ON 
SAN CLEMENTE ISLAND. 


Contractor Neu Finishes His Recon- 
noisance and Retarns to Cheago 
With the Preliminaries for 
Building the San Pedro Break- 

" water Well Under Way. 


Contractor Neu has completed his 
reconnoissance for the beginning of 
work on the San Pedro breakwater, 
and will leave for Chicago this morn- 
ing, well satisfied with the outlook for 
the early and successful completion of 
the contract. 

Mr. Neu returned from San Clemente 
Island yesterday. There he inspected 
the stone quarries and found abundant 
rock suitable for the great work which 
his firm, Heldmeyer & Neu, is about 
to begin. 

“You can gay,” said Mr. Neu to a 
Times reporter who interviewed him 
at the Hotel Van Nuys yesterday even- 
ing, “that I have looked the ground 
over thoroughly, during my stay here, 
and found everything very satisfac- 
tory. I will leave our superintendent, 
Mr. Anunson, here to complete the pre- 
liminaries, while I return to Chicago to 
attend to urgent business there. I ex- 
pect to return to Los Angeles in De- 
cember, but we will not be ready to 
begin actual work on the breakwater 
before March or April. Much remains 
to be done in the way of preparation for 
transporting the rock needed. Barges 
will have to be built, piers erected, etc., 
so you see it will be some time before 
we can begin the real work we have un- 
dertaken to do. We intend to rush the 
contract, after we once get started, but 
it will take us about four years, at 
least, to complete the work. 

“At San Clemente I found a quarry 
of suitable rock, at the north end of 
the island and about 3000 feet south- 
east of Wilson’s Cove. We will build 
piers for mooring barges there, so that 
the rock can be loaded directly from 
the quarry into the boats. 

“Mr. Anunson will have charge of 
this preliminary work. He will also 
procure the necessary tugs and barges. 
We have not yet decided where the 
barges will be built; some of them 
may be built at San Pedro, where there 
are ample facilities. It all depends 
upon where we can get lumber cheap- 
est, and the work done to the best ad- 
vantage. 

“IT have met a good many of your 
business men during my stay here. 
They have all seemed glad to see me 
and have treated me handsomely. I 
trust our future relations will always 
be pleasant and of mutual benefit.” © 

Mr. Neu is accompanied by his wife, 
who will return with him to Chicago. 
Both have apparently enjoyed their 
trip to the Coast. 

Mr. Anunson, who will remain here 
in charge of the preliminary operations, 
is also the at the Van Nuys. He is 
said to be in every way competent for 
the work entrusted to him and will, no 
doubt, see that it is expeditiously per- 
formed. It is understood that he will 
go to Seattle within the next few days 
to inspect several tugs that have been 
offered to the contractors for use in 
hauling rock. 

Mr. Neu went to San Pedro last 
Monday, accompanied by Mrs. Neu, 
and examined the conditions about the 
inner harbor, and especially the Ban- 
ning shipyard, with reference to the 
feasibility of building the scows there 
that will be needed for the transpor- 
tation of the rock from the quarries on 
San Clemente. 

For the loading of the rock on the 
scows at the island, only a small wharf 
be: necessary. His foreman, with 
a small gang of men, will proceed to 
the island in about a fortnight, and 
the bie work will be started there. The 
wharf will be constructed and other 
preparations for the economical re- 
moval of rock made. Water develop- 
ment will also be an important detail, 

In the course of his investigations at 
San Pedro, Mr. Neu secured data by 
which he will be guided in the construc- 
tion of the scows, as to their _ size, 
draught and strength. Plans and 
specifications in accordance with these 
details must be prepared before actual 
work on the construction of the scows 
can commence. Options have been se- 
cured on at least two big towboats for 
_use in moving the rock.

WORK OF THE NEW CYANIDE 
PLANT AT RANDSBURG. 


Increasing Business at the Barstow 
Reduction Works—Rich Ore from 
the Stringer District—The Gar- 
lock Plant—Yellow Aster August 
Dividend, 


The cyanide plant, which has lately 
been erected at the Eureka mill, Rands- 
burg, Cal., has been kept steadily at 
work since the day it was put in oper- 
ation, some two weeks ago. It has 
averaged eight tons a day, and there 
is a sufficient quantity of tailings at 
the mill to keep the plant going for the 
next three months. Some of the tail- 
ings worked was from ore from the 
Little Butte mine, taken from the 520- 
foot level. If the results should prove 
satisfactory the Little Butte will erect 
a cyanide plant of its own. The clean- 
up of this first run will be made today. 
WORK -AT THE BARSTOW MILL. 

According to the Randsburg Miner 
the decrease made in the price for 
hauling and milling ore at the Barstow 
Reduction Works has been productive 
of increased business for that mill. 
That paper states that the owners of 
the Wedze mine, Randsburg, are going 
to make a trial shipment to Barstow. 
and if the result proves satisfactory 
they will send down 1000 tons. Other 
mining men at Randsburg are also 
talking of sending down some of their 
ore to see what the Barstow mill can 
do with it. The railroad people have 
put in a new chute for loading ore and 
other improvements, so es to make 
things-as convenient as possible. 

SOME RICH ORE. 

The’* Eureka mill at Randsburg 
crushed four tons of ‘ore from La 
Crosse mine in the Stringer district 
last week which went over $150 per 
ton. That mill also crushed twenty 
tons of ore from Napoleon mine, which 
averaged $100 per ton. 

THE GARLOCK CYANIDE PLANT. 

The new cyanide-process plant lately 
erected at Garlock, Kern county, by 
Messrs. Porter & Co. of Los Angeles, is 
now fairly at work. This plant has a 
capacity of sixty tons of tailings a 
day, and there are in the neighorbood 
of Garlock about twelve thousand tons 
of tailings‘to be worked. There are at 
present ten men employed. 

YELLOW ASTER’S AUGUST DIVI- 
DEND. 

The Yellow Aster Mining and Mill- 
ing Company of Randsburg, Cal., has 
declared a divididend amounting to 
$10,000 for last month (August.) 

The amount of the dividend is less 
than that declared for some of the pre- 
vious months, but this is explained by 
saying that the directors decided to 
carry forward a large proportion of the 
August earnings to surplus account, 
it being their intention to expend a 
jarge amount of money in the next 
few months on new machinery and 
other improvements. The total amount 
paid in dividends by this company to 
the present time is $158,000. 

CYANIDE PLANTS. . 

Referring to the value of. cyanide 
pants and the important part they are 
going to play in the reduction of the 
lower-grade ores of the Rand district, 
Southern California, the Los Angeles 
Mining Review draws attention in its 
last number to a fact of the greatest 
importance, and which is that cyanide 
vlants are now being constructed in 
Los Angeles at about one-third the 
cost of them a year ago. This great 
reduction in cost will undoubtedly be 
the means of bringing them into larger 
use, which, in turn, will be the means 
of largely increasing the gold output 
of Southern California. 

THE KING OF ARIZONA. 
According to a statement published 
in the Arizona Enterprise, an English 
company has bonded the King of Ari- 
zona mine in Yuma county, for $2,000,- 
000. and will proceed at once to sink 
to the depth of 500 feet. The mine is 
said to be one of the richest in the 
world. considering the immense size 
of the deposit. They are now down 
over two hundred feet, and if the qual- 
ity holds out to the 500-foot level the 
sale will be made. 

COCHISE COUNTY, ARIZ. 

The Tombstone Prospector says there 
is a noticeable improvement in a mining 
way in Cochise county. “Hardly a 
week,” it says, “but what mining men, 
as representatives of capitalists, arrive 
who are attracted by the practically 
undeveloped condition of our mountain 
ranges and their well-known mineral 
richness. Now that the Klondike craze 
is a thing of the past, and the war 
excitement over, people will again turn 
their attention to the more regular 
channels, and mining, which has suf- 
fered to some considerable extent, is 
sure to revive. In fact, a renewed im- 
petus is observed in the industry 
throughout the West, and it is evident 
that this section is going to share 
in it. One thing, however, should be 
done, and that is to make our mineral 
resources more broadly known. A 
good mineralogical display should be 
maintained at the various money cen- 
ters where there are many people who 
are interested in mining. The tenc- 
fits to be derived would be incalculable.” 

HIGH GRADE SILVER MINE. 

The Vekol mine, situated about forty 
miles south of Casa Grande, Ariz., is 
going to be worked again. This val- 
uable property was shut down eight 
years ago, on the death of its then 
owner, J. D. Walker, and ever sinc 
then has been in litigation.

The steady increase of tonnage in the 
Leadville, Colo., district is remarkable.

COLORADO PLACER MINING. 

The Colorado Springs Mining Inves- 
tor is authority for the statement that 
a company has been formed in Pitts- 
burgh, Pa., which proposes to investi- 
gate the possibilities of placer mining 
in Colorado. That paper says: aS 
C. Trenhouse of Denver last week re- 
ceived a letter from the secretary of 
the company, Pittsburgh Placer Mining 
Company, L. F. McShane, requesting 
information regarding the most favor- 
able localities for investigation. The 
company proposes to send a competent 
mining engineer to make an examina- 
tion of the grounds that may be se- 
lected with a view of onerating with 
steam dredges. Mr. Trenhouse recom- 
mended Routt county and the western 
slope of the range in Gunnison county.”’ 

TO DRAIN THE COMSTOCK. 

The question of taking measures to 
drain the old Comstock lode, Nevada, 
seems tc have been determined upon. 
At-a meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Comstock companies, 
which was appointed to examine and 
arrange a plan for the drainage of the 
lower levels of the lode, it was decided 
to report in favor of the scheme. The 
committee in its report states: 

“It has been figured that a modern 
pumping plant can be operated on the 
lowest levels of the Comstock lode and 
pump the water to the Sutro tunnel 
for one-twelfth of the cost of pumping 
by the old system, and assuming that 
such calculations can be verified, and 
then considering the favorable pros- 
pects that were encountered, together 
with the great area of unexplored 
ground on the lower levels, we do not 
hesitate to advise the expenditure of 
the money necessary to install and ope- 


rate a complete modern pumping plant 


for the drainage of the lower levels of 
the Comstock lode.” 
MOOSE CREEK, MONTANA. 

' The Anaconda Standard of Septem- 
ber 14 publishes a report of some new 
and important discoveries made on, 
Moose Creek, Montana. In an article 
about it the Standard says that from 
all accounts that district is about to 
emerge from a Rip Van Winkle snooze 
and again take its place among the 
placer gold-producers of Montana. 
Quoting from a report made by Hugh 
Carter, a prospector and miner, who 
had just returned from the Moose 
Creek district, the Standard prints: 
“There are probably a dozen men 
working in a primitive way on the bars 
up near the head of the fork approach- 
ing the divide which separates the 
district from Highland. They have 
found gold in paying quantities, heavy 
‘shot’ gold, in fineness similar to that 
of the Highland article. Our ground 
pans out better than any I have seen 
in recent years, and I am satisfied that 
big money is to be made there.”’

But to get at all ‘this, the present law, 
which is against property-owners, 
mechanics and tenants alike, must be 
amended. Hence it will be to the in- 
terest of every good citizen, owner or 
tenant to join hands and work shoulder 
to shoulder to assist our legislators in 
doing away with the obnoxious clauses 
now existing, discriminating against 
all concerned. The office-holder and 
the hanger-on are the only omes bene- 
fited, as the extortionate charges for 
ejection go to such functionaries, and 
it costs a small fortume to invoke the 
aid of the:law 4s it now exists. 

“The owners of property must pay 
taxes, insurance, street work amd keep 
property in good shape, but without 
assistance from the authorities all this 
cannot be accomplished. 

‘Again, to show how this law works 
against this city. A short time ago 
two of the largest eastern monetary 
institutions were ready and willing to 
loan money in this city, at a very fair 
rate of interest, but refused when they 
found out the true state of affairs 
against rental-property-own- 


“I hope others will give their views 
on this importamt subject.’ 
TOO MUCH LAND. 
The Ramona Sentinel recently had 
the foNowing sensible remarks: 

It would be a good thing if the large 
land-owners would refuse to rent to 
one man any more land than he will 
thoroughly cultivate. It would be to 
their advantage to do so. There is too 
much land wasted in careless cultiva- 
tion. There is no good reason why a 
rancher should require from five to 
eight hundred acres of land to produce 
from two to four hundred tons of hay 
in this valley. Two. hundred acres 
Should be sufficient, and with proper 
cultivation would bring better results 
than the larger area improperly han- 
dled. This waste of land is a 
evil—much greater than has heretofore 
been realized. If owners of land who 
have large tracts to rent would consider 
the matter it would be to their advan-

“Real estate men here say that they 
anticipate a greater volume of business 
the coming ‘winter than they have had 
since the boom. The prices of land, 
however, are moderate, indeed low, 
considering what has been paid for 
property of no -greater value, in this 


vand other towns throughout the county. 


“That the increased activity noticed 
is due to a comprehensive knowledge 
of existing conditions requires no fur- 
ther proof than the fact that our local 
men are making such a grand showing 
in the way of building. Never within 
the past seven years has so much 
building been done in the same time 
in Santa Ana ae has been done since the 
beginning of the current year. The 
buildings, almost without exception, 
have been put up by local men for resi- 
dences or business houses, and not in 
any case for speculative purposes. . 

“In confirmation of the statement 
relative to building, a list of buildings 
completed since January 1 is herewith 
published, which in point of value and 
cost of construction will, it is ex- 
pected, be more than equaled by those 
to be built within ttle next six months. 
The list is not claimed to be complete, 
and there is no doubt but that some o 
the new buildings are not included: 

After giving a list of these buildings, 
the Blade continues: ‘‘The total foots 
up a sum in the neighborhood of $37,000, 
which is not a bad showing for the 
time in a period of comparative de- 

ssion. Following close upon this out- 
ay will be an equal amount of busi- 
ness buildings and residences already 
contracted for, and which will be com- 
pleted within a few months, and an 
additional $65,000 for the sewer system, 
the major part of which will go to the 
local men.

PUBLIC SCHOOL BUILDINGS. 


Large Enrollment Seriously Over- 
crowds Some of Them. 

received by Superintendent 
Foshay, up to the present time, show 
am enrollment of 16,213 pupils in the 
public schools. Several of the build- 
inge are seriously overcrowded in con- 
sequence. Of these the most heavily 
taxed is the High School, which, with 
a capacity for 525, has a total of 1275 
students. Not all are there all the 
time, to be eure, because in some of 
the grades part of the pupils are in 
the building in the mornnig, and part 
in the aftermoon—that is, there are 
“half-day sessions,” as they have been 
called, for want of a better term; 
whereby the pupils who recite their 
lessons in the morning, study at home 
in the afternoon, and those who recite 
in the afternoon study at home in the 
morning. Im each such case, however, 
the number of recitations amd the 
work accomplished is exactly the same 
as the pupils who are in school all 
day. Even with this arrangement 
every available placeinthe High School 
‘building is occupied, including the at- 
tic, and am annex or overflow building 
of some kind seems almost an impera- 
tive necessitv. 

Some of the grammar schools, too, 
are very much overcrowded, as for in- 
etance the Ninth-setreet building, in 
which two extra rooms have been 
made by cutting off ¢he hall space, 
making it @ ten-room building, there 
are 684 pupils, or am average of 68.4 
pupils to a room, when forty-five is

ORCHARD, 


Crops and Markets. 
FTER an exceptionally hot spell, 
the weather has again been cool 
during the past week, which has 
been beneficial to most growing 
crops. 

Speculation is now being indulged in 
regardingthe sizeof the coming orange 
crop. The original estimates of eigh- 
teen or twenty thousand carloads have 
been greatly modified of late, owing 
to the falling off of the crop, especially 
in the Riverside section. It is now 
doubtful whether the crop of last sea- 
son will be greatly exceeded, if at 
all. 

The walnut crop, which is now being 
harvested, is said to be mostly sold, 
and the outlook for prices is good. 

An important question has come to 
the front in regard to the use of sul- 
phur in drying fruits. For years past, 
many California fruit-growers have 
objected strenuously to the use of sul- 
phur, but as the public has persistently 
refused to purchase unsulphured fruit, 
the agitation has had little effect. Now, 
however, it is announced that the sales 
of American dried fruits in Germany, 
which have attained such large pro- 
portions during the past year, will be 
stopped altogether, unless the sulphur- 
ing of the fruit is given up, as it -is 
contrary to a German law. Probably 
this action may have the effect of 
popularizing unsulphured fruit in this 
country, as it isy umdoubtedly, more 
healthful, although not so attractive 
in appearance. 

In the local market most varieties of 
produce have been steady during the 
past week. Potatoes are strong. Eggs 


are firmer. Beans are in good de- 
mand. Butter has been somewhat 
weaker. | 

Insect Pests. 


ORRESPONDBENTS of the United 

States Department of Agriqulture, 

Washington, D. C., who suffer 
from the ravages of injurious insects, 
will save themselves much time, and 
possibly avoid considerable pecuniary 
los® by accompanying all communica- 
tions in regard to insect injury by 
specimens, both of the insect, in its 
different stages, and its work. 

Caterpillars, grubs, maggots or other 
larvae should be sent alive, where pos- 
sible, and are best packed in a tight 
tin box (the tighter the better, as air- 
holes are not needed,) together with a 
supply of the food material on which 
they have been found. 

As complete an account as possible 
of the observed habits and injuries of 
the insect.should accompany the speci- 
ments, as such particulars are apt to 
be of considerable ‘scientific interest, 
although not always of great import- 
ance.

Morning Glory, 
HE California Fruit Grower of San 
Francisco recently offered the sum 
of $100 for a practical remedy for 

the mhorning glory pest. It quotes the 

Calistogian as publishing the following 

suggestidn from a stbscriber: 

“He says to take salt, just ordinary 
cheap salt, and place it around the 
stalk jut over the root, and it will kill 
the weed outright. He states that he 
has checked its growth on his place in 
several instances with this simple rem- 
edy. The remedy is a cheap one, and 
a good thing for the farmers to know.” 

As the Fruit Grower says. such a 
remedy as this would be practical only 
on a limited area. It is too much like 
the remedy for the potato bug, which 
was advertised in eastern papers some 
years ago. People were requested to 
send a dollar bill for an infallible cure 
for the potato bug. In return, the con- 
fiding farmer would receive two small 
square blocks of wood, with the in- 
structions: “First catch your potato 
bug, then place him between these 
pieces of wood, squeeze him, and 


squeeze hard.” 


Progress of Floriculture. 


CENSUS bulletin, recently issued, 

affords an interesting exhibit of 

the statistics of commercial flori- 
culture. That floriculture as an indus- 
try was in the last census for the first 
time made a subject of investigation is 
not surprising, when its late develop- 
ment is considered. With the beginning 
of the century there was in all the 
country but one commercial florist (in 
New York) and from that time until 
1820 but three were added; in 1830 there 
were but twelve in all; in 1840 but thir- 
ty-seven; in 1860 the whole country 
contained but 178. Yet within the last 
ten years 1800 new concerns have been 
established, and 2800 since 1870, the 
census counting in 1890 a total of 4659 
of these enterprises, 312 of which are 
owned’ and managed by women. The 
value of the total sales reported ex- 
ceeds $12,000,000 for plants, and $14,000,- 
000 for cut flowers. New York is far 
in the lead, with sales of nearly six 
‘millions, and Pennsylvania, Illinois, 
New Jersey, Ohio and Massachusetts 
follow in order at long distance. More 
than 21,000,000 catalogues are issued an- 
nually. 

There is certainly room for a great 
extension of this industry in Califor- 
nia, which has shown itself to be so 
well adapted to the growing of flowers, 
and especially of garden seeds. 


Florida Ideas on Irrigation. 

LORIDA, like Southern California, 
F is directly interested-in the ques- 
tion of Cuba’s future from a ma- 


terialistic standpoint, and perhaps even 
more so than this section, because the 
climatic conditions of Florida and Cuba 
are very similar, and many of the lead- 
ing products of Cuba are also raised in 
Florida. In the course of & recent ar- 
ticle on this subject, the Florida Agri- 


culturist says: 

“It is certain that a closer union 
with Cuba would have the effect of 
greatly increasing the exports to. this 
country. Not taking into consideration 
the development of the country and the 

at increase of products certain to 
ollow the establishment of a stable 
government on the island, the annexa- 
tion of Cuba and the opening of.our 
ports for the free entry of her products 
would result in more than doubling the 
imports to this country from Cuba, 
' “When we consider what would be 
the result in annexing the island to 
this country—when we consider : the 
great fertidty of the island and’ the 
great army of immigration sure to 
swarm southward when the annexation 
is accomplished, we may well feel ner- 
vous over many of the industries now 
struggling for a foothold in Piorida. In 
competing with like industries more fa- 
vorably located in Cuba the result. of 
the collapse of the Florida business 
would be inevitable. 

“This is Just why Florida favors’ the 

carrying out of the pledge of our gov- 


ernment—to establish a stable govern- 
ment for the Cubans—and let the work 
end there. 

“We can grow tobacco in Florida 
profitably as long as we have a protec- 


} tion duty of $2 per pound on leaf wrap- 


pers, but if the Cuban-grown article, 
which has an established reputation 
and market, and which is grown at less 
cost, is given an equal chance in our 
markets with the Florida article, any 
man can foresee the result. What is 
true of tobacco ig equally true of sugar, 
fruits, fibers, etc. 

“Pacify Cuba—drive the Spaniards 
out; establish the “stable government” 
—then come home, pledging to the 
patriots our assistance and friendship 
= time of trouble—but for annexation, 
The people of Florida are evidently 
quite ignorant in regard to the sub- 
ject of irrigation. A correspondent 
makes the following peculiar inquiry 
of the Agriculturist: 

“Do you know whether water from 
artesian wells has been successfully 
used for irrigating purposes? I am 
told that the water is detrimental to 
vegetation, on account of its mineral 
elements, and that if used’ continually 
will have the effect of making the 
land barren.”’ 

To this the editor of the Agricul- 
turist makes reply as follows: 

“We think that this is a mistake, as 


-we know of many casés where the 


artesian water of Florida has been 
succesSfully used for irrigating. At 
St. Augustine and the adjoining coun- 
try it has been used with most satis- 
factory results. 

“The question of the constant use of 
the water making the land barren, has 
recently been raised with the Agri- 
cultural Department of New South 
Wales. The manager of the experi- 
ment station, to whom the inquiry 
was referred, claims that it was not 
the quality of water that caused the 
result, but the method of applying it, 
and that any water wrongly applied 
would have had the same result. In his 
report, he says: Where cultivation ts 
carried on under artesian irrigation, 
one is invariably asked the quastion: 
‘How long will your soil last?’ This 
is an inference that artesian water has 
a detrimental effect on. the soil. 


parts 
be demonstrated by amy peron who is 
in doubt. - Places can be pointed to 
where fruit trees, vines and crops of 
all kinds have been grown under grtes- 
ian irrigation, and in less than twelve 
monthis the ground is as barren as a 
metal road or a cycling track. These 
are hard facts to be brought face to 
face with; however, it is no very diffi- 
cult matter to explain them away. I 
have seen and had pointed out these 
spots where vegetation will not thrive, 
but why blame the unfortunate (or 
should I say fortunate,) bore water! 
I have met most of these inquires 
with a plain statement, that any water 
improperly applied will make the soil 
unfit for cultivation. In these few re- 
marks it is my object to show that 
cultivation under artesian irrigation 
can be brought to as successful an issue 
as from river supplies. That wrong 
systems have been adopted after the 
application of the water, in the major- 
ity of cases, goes without saying, other- 
wise better results would have been 
shown ere this.” 
Florida should send a delegation o 
her citizens to California to see what 
has been accomplished by means of 
irrigation from artesian wells, which 
furnish a large proportion of the irri- 
gation supply of this State.

important work in butter-making, as 
the beginning is in the management of 
the cow. and the handling of the milk.

Although “good” and “‘me- 

dium” grades may be quoted, yet 

there is no half-way house in the qual- 
ity of butter. It is either ‘“‘choice”’ or 

“bad,” and the inferior kind is that 


which sells low. Some en get 


50 cents per pound for their butter the 


whole year, the ruling market price 
not affecting it, as it sells strictly on 
quality.

ROUGHT has made sheep fodder 
so scarce in Australia that thou- 
sands of mem are being employed 
in the various districts cutting the 
boughs of oak, apple and other trees 
for food for the starving animals, and

POULTRY. 


HE intelligence comes from the 
State University that the efforts of 
the poultry breeders of Petaluma, 
asking for a department of poultry cul- 
ture in the work of the experimental 
station, has received favorable consid- 
eration.

70 MOVE THE CROPS. Two months 
ago New York banks were carrying a 
surplus of $62,000,000 above legal re- 
serves. Last week this sum was down 
almost to $4,000,000. The money taken 
to pay for the new United States bonds 
is partly accountable for this, but the 
fall drafts on New York from the 
West to move the crops did its share. 
The sum needed for this purpose Varies, 
in 1885 having been $48,000,000, and the 
next year only $20,000,000. In 1897 it 
was $40.000,000. The banks like to use 
currency for this purpose, and ihe notes 
in the treasury are $104,000,000 of de- 
nominations less than $20. But the 
treasury is in the hands of a skillful 
banker, and he is not disposed to per- 
mit the accommodation. He wiil do it 
only on condition that the banks ex- 
change gold for the notes. He thus 
takes care of the strong position of 
the treasury. 


COMMERCIAL. 

CALIFORNIA RAISINS. The Jour- 
nal of Commerce says the — sit- 
uation in California raisins does not 
seem to be at all satisfactory to com- 
mission merchants in the East. Ac- 
cepting prices and terms made by the 
California Raisin-Growers’ Association 
they have gone ahead and sold freely 
for September shipment, and in a very 
short time we understand all that is 
available for Septenrber shipment had 
been contracted for. Then sellers in 
the eastern market solicited and ob- 
tained orders for the first half of the 
October shipment, but before many of 
these orders wére confirmed notice was 
sent out by the association that the 
time for shipment at the opening prices 
had been extended to midnight, Oc- 
tober, °89, only, after which it Was 
probable that an advance of %& cent 
per pound would be made by the asso- 
ciation, and all goods shipped after 
that date would be subject to increased 
price. Sellers are in doubt as to 
whether the increased prices will apply 
to goods that were ordered before Oc- 
tober 8, and which could not be shipped 
on or before that date or only to orders 
for the October shipment that might 
be received on the 8th of that month 
or thereafter. If first, merchants here 
claim unjust advantage will be taken 
by the association in putting higher 
price on orders that were received, but 
could not be confirmed, before the time 
at which the new prices would go into 
effect. A good deal of telegraphing to 
the Coast was done today, we under- 
stand, with a view to ascertaining just 
what sellers here are to expect, but up 
to the close nothing definite seemed to 
have been obtained.

ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

NDW YORK, Sept. 22.—The day's market 
was largely given over to what are known 
as the specialties. There was an upward 
rush of prices in these stocks at the open- 
ing, but the evidence of weakness in Sugar, 
which dominates the specialties, quickly 
brought realizing sales. The tone was 
somewhat feverish for the rest of the day. 
Traders who had turned bullish on Sugar on 
the supposition that the lone reaction was 
over, made up their minds that the recent 
rise was simply a campaign against the 
shorts, and turned sellers again. The rail- 
road lists were rather sluggish, and resisted 
the depression in the specialties, except for 
a few stocks. The Pacifics were notably 
héavy, especially Union Pacific preferred. 
This was partly due to the fact that Lon- 
don had only just arrived at the conclusion, 
quite definitely formed long ago on Wall 
street, that the dividend on the preferred 
stock would be only 1% per cent. The as- 
nouncement of the dividend caused a rally 
of about a point, the shorts having evi- 
dently awaited the event to cover. The de- 
cline of over a point in Northern Pacific 
Was unexplained, unless on realizing, since 
the second week's statement showed earn- 
ings over $56,000 in excess of last year’s high 
level. Northwest's August statement, show- 
ing @ gross increase of $288,230 over last 
year’s unprecedented earnings, was re- 
sponsible for strength in the Grangers.

A FUNNY BULLDOG CASE BEFORE 
THE COURT. 


More Witnesses to Be Called to Es- 
tablish the Dog’s Character. 
Cyclewnay Franchise Clinched in 
South Pasadena—Terrace Drive 
Commi ers’ Report. 


PASADENA, Sept. 22. — fRegular Corre- 
spondence.] There is pending in the Munici- 
pal Court an action to determine the legal 
status of a bulldog. There are other phases 
of the problem, and among them the court 
is to determine if the néighbors have the 
statutory privilege of trying to coerce a bull- 
dog into being amiable; and furthermore, 
whether the Revised Statutes permit the 
owner of a bulldog to be’ disagreeable, him- 
self, under any vexation. The court has post- 
poned a decision until next week, when new 
testimony for the defense will be introduced 
and the dog may have his day. 

The case was brought through one of.the 
Most remarkable petitions ever presented to 
@ California official. This was addressed to 
the constable, and was as follows: 

“We, the undersigned petitioners and resi- 
dents of Lincoln Park, beg leave to call your 
attention to the presence of a vicious and 
dangerous bulldog kept by people on Pasa- 
dena avenue near the Ostrich Farm and a 
trifle east of the Santa Fé track. Said dog 
is not only a nuisance, but a danger to trav- 
elers, and particularly to pedestrians and the 
chifiren in the neighborhood. This dog is 
particularly obnoxious to the owners of other 
fake the owners evidently keeping him for 

ting purposes, and a menace to the entire 
neighborhood. Several dogs have been killed 
by this same dog. For these reasons, your 


‘moved from the ccrporate limits of 
Pasadena, or else peremptoril 
owners to keep their dog confined and off the 
public streets. The Hunter family are the 
owners of this dog.”’

This petition was signed by 
Schmidt, D. J. Fetzer, Jennie Kinckeberg, 
Mrs. M. B. Bradley and T. W. Elleby. But 
the most interesting and acrimonious feature 
of the whole growl, was the snapper on its 
tail. In signing his name, Elleby added in 
letters as bold as a bul'idog’s front teeth: 
“The dog is even worse than the petition 
states, and the owner worse than the dog!” 

There was a crowd from Lincoln Park at 
the hearing, with numerous witnesses for 
both sides. The prosecution claimed that 
ining in the 
shape of this vicious brute d¥public nuisance 
which should be suppressed; that the dog ts 
injurious to our glorious climate and_his 
name is Terror; that pedestrians now have to 
cut across lots to avcid him, and the electric 
cars are said to be afraid of him; that his 
habits are a scandal! to Lincoln Park and 
are liable to corrupt the morals of all the 
little doggies in the neighborhood. 

For the defense, witnesses testified to the 
creditable Oy agence of the dog and the 
equability of his temper. They declared that 
he had an admirable propensity for minding 
his own business—whatever a bulldog’s own 
business way be; that he never intruded his 
company or his opinions upon people who kept 
far enough off; that it was evidence of his 
charitable and generally virtuous disposition 
that severa] persons in the school district are 
etill Antact. They affirmed t his name is 
not. but They asserted

that while he might..not be appropriately 


held up as ‘an ideal nanny-goat, yet as an 
-around bulldog he ts a model. Moreover, 
y ed that this prosecution was due 
to the malicious envy of those contemporaries 
whose biters had been bitten. 

Judge Rossiter patiently heard the testf- 
mony. There seemed to be a wide diversity of 
opinion and a wide divergence as to fac:s inthe 
statements of the witnesses, he said, in sum- 
ming up. The court thought a pretty strong 
case had been made out by the prosecution, 
but he detired to give the accused ample op- 
portunity to vindicate himself, and he would 


therefore let the defense have ti!] next Mon- 


day to procure additional evidence to satisfy 
the court that the dog should not be abated. 
Accordingly Hunter will come again next 
Monday with adherents, to demonstrate that 
the peace of the commonwealth and the in- 
tegrity of our institutions require that his 
bulldog roam through Lincoln Park.

Pasadena. The City Trustees and President 
Dobbins were conferring till after midnight 
this morning. This evening they met again, 
drove the nail and clinched it. The discus- 
sion has been as to how much the Cycleway 
Company should pay “to the city for its 
privileges, and the Trustees have definitely 
accepted the company’s last proposition to 
sive $150 per year in addition to a percent- 
age of the gross receipts. The company will 
build iron bridges over certain streets. The 
stees tonight passed an ordinance to ad- 
vertise the franchise for sale in due form, 
but there will be no bidder except Mr. Dob- 
bins’s company, which is already getting 
out working plans.

The Republican County Convention 
Opens This Morning—Forecast. 
RIVERSIDE, Sept. 22. — {Regular Corre- 
spondence.} The Republican County Conven- 
tion will open in the Loring Operahouse to- 
morrow morning. Interest in several of the 
contests is keen, netably in the nominations

Asphaltam Deposit Discovered 
By Well Borers. 

SAN PEDRO, Sept. 22. — [Regular Corre- 
spondence.] A deposit of asphaltum has been 
discovered by a well borer in land on the 
west side of West street, between Sixth and 
Seventh streets. The well was dug to & 
depth of fifty feet, when rock was struck. A 
three-inch hand drill was used to bore to a 
depth of ninety-five feet. At that depth the 
asphaltum deposit was so thick that the drill 
stuck in it and further boring was prevented. 
Afterward the drill seemed to lose itself in 
a crevice in the reck. Further work with 
another drill has failed to find the first one, 
but the asphaltum deposit and the water, 
which comes to the fifty-foot level, have pre- 
vented further boring. By working the mass 
of mineral oil for an hour the other day 
pieces of it were detached and made to rise 
to the surface of the water. Soon a bucket- 
ful of the asphaltum was gathered. When 
cool it forms a& pasty mass, and when heated 
it liquifies. When ignited it burns fiercely.

Trustees Meet and Fix the City Tax 
Rate. 


REDLANDS, Sept. 22.—{Regular Corre- 
Spondence.] At the meetting last night of 
the City Trustees the city tax rate for the 
ensuing year was fixed at $1.05 upon each 
$100 valuation, divided as follows: Genera! 
fund, .67; sinking and interest fund on storm 
water bonds, .30; A. K. Smiley Public Li- 
brary fund, 0.8. The county tax rate, a: 
fixed at a recent meeting of the County 
Supervisors, exclusive of the special school 
taxes, which vary in the different school 
districts, is $1.538, making the total rate, ex- 
clusive of special school taxes above men- 
tioned, $2.588. The total assessed valuation 
of property in Redlands is, in round num- 
bers, $3,160,000. This will give a revenue 
from city taxes alone of $33,180, divided as 
follows: For general fund, $21,172; for sink- 
ing fund, $9480; for library fund, $2528. The 
revenues from poll tax, perronal tax and 
business tax are estimated at a little over 
$2000, making a total of about $35,000 upon 
which to run the city for the next fifteen 
months. The extra three months . are re- 
quired in this year’s estimates because of! 
the arrears cau by expense due the cloud 
burst which washed out the storm-water

DEATH OF PAUL H. REDIGER, A 
PROMINENT REPUBLICAN. 


Marco Bruschi’s Double Makes More 
Trouble in San Francisco—No 
Canal Congress Tit Chicago—Big 
Catches of Fish at Coronado. 


SAN DIEGO, Sept. 22.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] Paul H. Rediger, one of the best- 
known local Republican politicians, died at 
the County Hospital yesterday at the age 
of 44 years. His death was caused by dropsy 
and heart trouble. The latter ailment had 
affected him for four or five years. Mr. 
Rediger was a native of New Jersey, and 
lived in California nearly all his life. For 
years in San Francisco he was active in 
politics, and he also made considerable 
money a8 a master carpenter. He came here 
in 3886, and during the boom made consid- 
erable money. He entered at once into city 
politics and became a prominent figure, and 
remained so until his death. 

August 28 Mr. Rediger suffered a stroke of 
paralysis which hastened his death. He 
was removed to the County Hospital for 
scientific treatment. His mother, Mrs. Marie 
Leist of East Oakland, came to nurze him, 
and was with him to the end. The funeral 
was held here this afternoon. 

BRUSCHI’S DOUBLE. 

Marco Bruschi, the Italian merchant, has 
received tangible evidence of another swin- 
dle perpetrated by the imposter who passed 
himself off in San Francisco as Mr. Bruschi., 
Besides the firms of Coghill & Cohn and H. 
Buneman, an Italian-Swiss company doing 
business at No. 109 Battery street, was im- 
posed upon. The stranger appeared there, 
introduced himself as Bruschi, and ordered 
six barrels and thirteen cases of liquor, to 
be sent to San Diego. The firm filled the 
order, and the liquor arrived by steamer. 
Mr. Braschi received notice that the goods 
were here and found them at the steamship 
office He was at a loss to know what to 
do, not needing the liquor, but he decided to 
take it and to see that the San Francisco 
firm was remunerated for it. It is not known 
whether the stranger borrowed money on 
the consignment or not.

ELECTRIC INSPECTOR. 


THAT OFFICE WILL SOON BECOME 
NECESSARY. 


Board of Freeholders Listens to Suag- 
gestions from the Police Com- 
sioners and Adopts Their Recom- 
mendations — Lodging-house Li- 
cense—Second-hand Dealers Must 


At the meeting of the Fereholders 
jas‘ night the report of the Committee 
on Police Department was the special 
order of the evening. Before taking 
¢he matter up a report: on “Building 
Department,” submitted by Octavius 
Morgan, was discussed. 

‘The chairman called attention to the 
fact that cnly a few days remain for 
the board to ccrmplete its labors. He 
said that nearly every subject had 
been touched upon, and that future 
discussions should be short and de- 
cisive. 

Mr. Newmark coincided with the 
chair; he moved that no member speak 
more than once on amy one question, 
amd that debates be limited to three 
minutes. The motion passed, but the 
members forgot their own ruling later 
om in several instances. 

The report on building departenent 
submitted by Mr. Morgan provides for 
am inspector of electric wiring and ap- 
paratus, who shall be a deputy building 
inspector. Mr. Morgan called attention 
to the necessity for such am officer; 
that there are now three different elec- 
tric companies, and every day there 
are four or five new buildings requir- 
ing inspection, and in a few years the 
nceessity for such an officer will be 
much increased. Judge Variel thought 
it best simply to provide for the crea- 
tion of such an office when it should 
become. necessary, and offered am 
= to that effect, which car- 


ried. 

Provision is also made for a board 
of appeal, to whom appeals may be 
taken fromm the decision of the building 
superintendent. The person 60 ap- 
pealing must pay $10 for the privi- 
lege, to cover the expense of thhearing 
his appeal. He must file his appeal 
with the building superintendent, who 
will refer it to the appeal board. 

The report was ordered mimeo- 
graphed and referred to the Revision 
Committee. 

The report om Police Department 
was then taken up. Judge Variel had 
about twenty amendments which were 
read, and will be incorporated im the 
final report by the Revision Commit- 
tee. Police Commissioners Gibbon and 
Wymam and Chief Glass were present 
to urge certain reccrnmendations, 
which they desired to thhave incorpor- 
ated in the report. | 

Mr. Gibbon said that the sections 
urged by them had been taken from 
approved sources. He recommended 
that the police force consist of not less 
than one patrolman to each 1000 in- 
habitants; San Francisco has one for 
each 500. He cited ten of the principal 
cities of the United States, showing 
that Los Angeles has an exceedingly 
small number of patrolmen for its size. 
New York, according to Mr. Gibbon, 
has one patrolman to 373 inhabitants, 
while Los Angeles has one to 1800. 
With the future growth of the city, he 
contended that it would not be safe to 
have a less number of patrolmen than 
one to each 1000 persons. Los Angeles 
now has sixty-six patrolmen, divided 
into three watches. Mr. Gibbon also 
wanted one police alarm box to every 
two policemen, which number is con- 
sidered necessary to efficient service. 

Mr. Gibbon also favored a clause 
compelling all junk dealers, second- 
hand merchants and pawnshops to fur- 
nish daily to the Chief of Police a de- 
scription of all articles purchased by 
them, together with a description of 
the seller; also that all hotels and 
lodging-houses be licensed. The re- 
ports are to assist the police in break- 
ing up fences for stolen goods, and the 
license on lodging-houses is to check 
the tendency cf soiled doves to frequent 
lodging-houses in neithborhoods where 
they are not wanted. 

Another recommendation was to 
limit the number of saloon licenses to 
one for every 1000 inhabitants when 
the city exceeds 200,000 population; be- 
fore that time, not more than one 
license to every 600. As his personal 


opinion; Mr. Gibbon thought the Min-— 


nesota law on saloon licenses an ex- 
cellent measure. It provides for license 
districts. in some districts the license 
being higher than in others. In this 
way the residence district is practically 
free from saloons, 

The report. with the amendments, 
was passed on to the Revision Com- 
mittee. and the board decided to meet 
again this evening, as only eleven more 
working deys remain in which to com- 
plete its labors.

SANTA FE’S ANNUAL EARNING. 


Whet a Railroad Pays Labor—Biz 
Telephone Project. 

Advance sheets of the annual report 
of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé 
entire system are out, showing gross 
receipts for the year ended June 30, as 
$39.214,099.24, a figure about $5,000,000 
more than tor the previous year. Of this 
sum, net receipts were $10,707,000, 
against $8,396,000 for the previaus year. 
The company did a great deal of expen- 
sive work in the year, which reduced 
the net results. The expenses were 
$28,506,335.12. The itemized account of 
these expenses is interesting, as show- 
ing how large a portion goes directly 
to labor. Almost the whole sum is so 
paid, and even what is not paid directly 
in salaries and wages is paid monthly, 
although indirectly to labor. The coal 
account is about $2,500,000, and most 
of that is labor. What goes for rails 
goes mostly to labor. Taxes cost the

The net earnings of the Santa Fé 
ae division alone were about $400,- 


The average distance passengers 
traveled over the whole system was 
eighty-one miles, over the Santa Fé 
Pacific, 410 miles, and over the South- 
ern California alone forty-nine miles. 

The Baltimore and Ohio ‘road is 
about to indulge in an experiment of 
using the telephone for long-distance 
communication. Work will begin in 
a few days on the construction of two 
new copper telegraph lines between 
Baltimore and Pittsburgh, 340 miles, 
and they will be so arranged that when 
the necessity arises they will be availa- 
ble for telephonic communication. One 
of the wires will be extended as far as 
Newark for telegraphic use. 

A new line has also been constructed 
between Columbus and Cincinnati. It 
will take 800 miles of copper wire 
weighing 166 pounds to the mile to com- 
plete the work. 

The Terminal is till having trouble 
in getting its road into Pasadena. Al- 
though the franchise has been granted, 
some of the opposition propose to con- 
test the matter in the courts. If this 
were settled, work in laying a third 
rail, putting up poles and wires, and 
other preparations for making the road 
electric would be begun. 

Meantime Alhambra is interested, as 
that place is raising money to aid in 
building a road from South Pasadena 
to the center of Alhambra as soon as 
the electric system is in operation on 
the Terminal. The road has made 
overtures to the people of Alhambra 
which are considered right, and several 
heavy subscriptions to the required 
bonus are reported in sight. The full 
plan of the Terminal is quite compre- 
hensive, reaching out to an extension 
through San Gabriel and along the 
foothills to Monrovia.

Attorney Rush Discusses the Seifer 
Crse. 

The Annie Seifer case ceme up before 
Justice Morrison yesterday morning. 
Jud R. Rush, one of the defendant's 
attorneys, presented authorities to con- 
vinee the court that the alleged con- 
fessioms should not be admitted in evi- 


dence. 
verely scored the methods used by the 
police force to secure these alleged 
confessions, and cried shame for the 
incarceration of prisoners in jail with- 
out permission to communicate with 
their friends or attorneys. : 

‘*The stealing of $300,’’ he said, “sinks 
into imsignificance compared with an 
attack on the rights of American citi- 
zens.

Justice Morrisom overruled the mo- 
tion to strike out the testimony re- 
garding the statements made by Miss 
Seifer, and admitted her written state- 
ments. 

Le Comte Davis moved for a dis- 
missal of the complaint and the dis- 
charge of the prisoner on the grounds 
that the evidence introduced did mot 
warrant a conviction in the higher 
court, and im fact did not connect the 
defendant avith the theft. He made 
an able argument im support of his 
position, after which the court took 
the matter under advisement until 
Tuesday morning at 9:30 o’clock.
